Maxwell then proposed the 
hypothesis of waves in an electro-mag- 
netic ether, but today many physicists 
say there is no such thing as ether. The 
point is that when a hypothesis is ad- 
vanced one can never tell how it will 
ultimately turn out, that is, whether it 
will be found verifiable or unverifiable.

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The Final Apocalypse—A Book Study

An Address at The Moody Bible Institute of Chicago 


HERE are¥seven things to which 

I would call your attention as to 

the book of the Revelation. 
First, its manifold relations. 

Second, its chapter substance. 

Third, its general scope. 

Fourth, its main structure. 

Fifth, its outline. 

Sixth, its various interpretations. 

Seventh, its supreme values. 

It may safely be said that there is no 
other book in the Bible that sustains so 
many relations as this final book. It is 
related to the Bible asa whole, to the Old 
Testament as a whole, and to the New 
Testament as a whole. It is related 
especially to the book of Daniel, and 
again especially to the book of Genesis. 

We have the hope of all things in 
Genesis and the issue of all things in the 
Apocalypse, and the processes which 
lead from those origins to those issues all 
the way between. ‘The revelation of the 
Pentateuch, the preparation of the his- 
torical books, the aspiration of the wis- 
dom books, the expectation of the pro- 
phetic books, the manifestation of the 
evangelical books, and the realization 
of the apostolic books, all find their con- 
summation in this last book. Had this 
been omitted, we would have been 
brought up to the verge of completion 
and consummation, and yet there would 
have been something lacking. 

It may seem a rather strong thing to 
say, but I say it after careful study, that 
there is not an original idea in the Apoca- 
lypse. All that you find in this last book 
you find in the Bible in other places. 
What is original about the book is the 
combination of previous revelations. 
All the figures of the book are Old Testa- 
ment figures and all the symbols are Old 
Testament or Greek or Roman. The 
quotations are from the Old Testament. 
The book of the Revelation is, therefore, 
the consummation of all. that has been 
previously revealed, taking up the themes 
of Jew and Gentile, of Christ and of the 
Church, and carrying them all on to the 
realization of the great divine purpose. 

Then the book is obviously related 
very closely to the New Testament, the 
subject of the Christ in the evangelic 
records and the apostolic writings. These 
two subjects are carried on in this book, 
the Christ in the first three chapters at 
home with His Church, and the Old 
Testament themes of Jew and Gentile 
in the remainder of the book. It is 
chronologically complete. In the evan- 
gelic records we have the past; in the 
apostolic writings we have the present; 
this book supplies the future. It is also 
the spiritual and moral completeness of 
the New Testament. 


How Related to Daniel 


It is especially related to the book of 
Daniel. Both are apocalyptic as to style 
and the literary form in which the revela- 
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tion is cast. Both writers were captives, 
one of Babylon, the other of Rome; one 
in the royal court in the far East, and 
the other on an island where criminals 
were deported by Roman authority. 
And in these positions of captivity both 
were vouchsafed visions. Daniel is the 
Old Testament apocalypse and this is the 


New Testament apocalypse. Daniel 
treats of four great empires: Babylon, 
Medo-Persia, Greece and Rome. John 


treats of only one, the fourth of these 
four. You have what was _ prophetic 
from Daniel’s standpoint as historic from 
John’s. The Rabylonian Empire, the 
Medo-Persian Empire, the Grecian Em- 
pire had served their purpose and passed 
off the stage of history. The Roman 
Empire is the one under whose power 
John lives. There is this difference: 
Daniel treats of it generally, John treats 
of it only in its later history and in some 
detail. These are the-relations that the 
two apocalypses sustains to one another. 


How Related to Genesis 

But when we come to the fifth of the 
relations, we have an_ extraordinary 
illustration of the unity of the Scripture. 
Genesis and the Revelation may be com- 
pared or contrasted, but they do stand 
together vitally related. In Genesis we 
have God, in Revelation we have God. 
In Genesis we have the first heaven and 
earth, in Revelation the last heaven and 
earth. In Genesis we have the first 
rest, in Revelation the final rest. In 
Genesis we have paradise lost, in Revela- 
tion paradise regained. In Genesis we 
have the trees and the river, in Revela- 
tion the tree and the river. In Genesis 
we have the husband and the wife, in 
Revelation the Lamb and the Bride. 

There are many other possible com- 
parisons, but many and interesting as 
they are, there are more contrasts, and 
these contrasts indicate something of 
the sweep and scope of human history 
and divine purpose. In Genesis Satan 
is victor, in Revelation he is defeated. 
In Genesis the sentence is pronounced, 
in Revelation it is executed. In Genesis 


the divine face is hidden, in Revelation 
we shall see His face. In Genesis the 
curse is pronounced, in Revelation it is 
removed. In Genesis the gates are shut 
against us, in Revelation the gates are 
never shut. In Genesis death overtakes 
all men, in Revelation there is no more 
death. In Genesis we see all faces wet 
with tears, in Revelation ‘‘God shall 
wipe away all tears from off all faces.”’ 
In Genesis terror comes with the night, 
in Revelation ‘‘there is no night there.” 
In Genesis we are banished from the tree 
of life, in Revelation we have a right to 
the tree of life and enter in through the 
gates into the city. In Genesis we are 
exiles from the earthly garden, in Revela- 
tion we are inheritors of the heavenly 
city. 

The manifold relations of this book 
should be given careful attention, its 
relation to the Bible as a whole, to the 
New Testament, to the Old Testament, 
to Daniel, and to Genesis. 


Substance and Scope 


We come in the second place to its 
chapter substance. In chapter 1 we 
read of the sovereign Christ; in chapters 
2 and 3 of the seven churches; in chapter 
4 of the throne and the thrones; in chapter 
5 of the Lion-Lamb; in chapter 6 of the 
opening of six seals; in chapter 7 of the 
sealing of the one hundred forty-four 
thousand and the redeemed Gentile 
multitude; in chapters 8 and 9 of the 
sounding of the seven trumpets; in 
chapter 10 of the opening and eating of 
the little book; in chapter 11 of the two 
witnesses and the blowing of the seventh 
trumpet; in chapter 12 of the woman, 
the Man-child and the dragon; in chap- 
ters 13 and 14 of the angels and their 
messages; in chapters 15 and 16 of the 
seven bowl judgments; in chapters 17 
and 18 of Babylon mystical and material, 
ecclesiastical and commercial; in chapter 
19 of the coming and conquest of the 
King of kings; in chapter 20, of the es- 
tablishment of the millennial kingdom; 
in chapters 21 and 22, of the eternal state. 
That is the substance of the book by 
means of which and the knowledge of 
which we enter upon its study. 

What then is the general scope of all 
this material? What gives it unity and 
significance? We find the answer to 
that in the one word ‘‘Christ.”” Luther 
in 1522, wrote: ‘‘My spirit cannot adapt 
itself to this book and life, and the suffi- 
cient reason why I do not esteem it higher 
is that Christ is-not taught nor recog- 
nized in it.’ Poor Luther? He had 
something very severe to say about James 
also, and neither James nor John had a 
chance to answer him. Of all the revela- 
tions of Christ in Scripture, there is no 
revelation of Him as we have it here. It 
is an apocalypse of Jesus Christ, by which 
is meant that He received the revelation 
first of all, that He might communicate 
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it. That is its first meaning. But it isa 
revelation not only by Him but of Him, 
and Christ stands revealed in this book 
from commencement to finish. In 
chapters 1 to 3, He is revealed in relation 
to the church; in chapters 4 and 5 to the 
heavenly order; in chapter 6 to 19:10 
to the apostate world; in 19:11 to chapter 
20, to the millennial age; in chapters 
21 and 22 to the eternal state. The book, 
as to its general scope, indicates the re- 
lations of Christ to the entire universe, 
material and moral, and the relation of 
Christ in all these, and all this, in all ages. 
It is pre-eminently a revelation of Christ. 


Theories as to Structure 


What is its main structure? There 
are three theories as to structure. One 
is that the three judgments, the seal and 
trumpet and bowl judgments, are im- 
portant and consecutive. Another is 
that they double back, that we have the 
seal judgments and then they double 
back and we get the trumpet judgments, 
and in the same way, the bowl judgments. 
I cannot accept either of these theories. 
It seems plain to me that the judgments 
are covered by the seals one, two, three, 
four, five, six and seven, and the seventh 
seal is the seven trumpets, one, two, 
three, four, five, six and seven, and the 
seventh trumpet holds the bowl judg- 
ments, so that the seals cover the whole 
field of judgment. Out of the seventh 
seal come seven trumpets and out of the 
seventh trumpet come seven bowls. It 
is telescopic as to principle. You pull 
out a piece, and then another piece. But 
those two pieces are in the first piece 
when it is folded and they are simply 
drawn out. The judgments of Revela- 
tion come out of one another. They are 
not distinct and consecutive, neither do 
they double back. 

As to the detailed outline. This is a 
book of visions and the order is very 
precise. There are three visions and 
there is a prologue and an epilogue. In 
the prologue we have superscription and 
salutation and in the epilogue we have 
caution and comfort, and in between 
you get three visions, grace, government, 
and glory. They are quite distinct and 
a progress is observed. First, the vision 
of grace, and that refers to this present 
age; then there is the vision of govern- 
ment, and that refers to a period to 
follow this; and there is a vision of glory 
to follow that, so that there is a moral 
and chronological progress. 

Under each of these there are two 
main parts. Under the vision of grace 
you have the sovereign Christ and the 
seven churches in chapters 1 to 3. Under 
the vision of government, you have the 
platform and process of government in 
chapters 4 to 11. In chapter 12 to 19:10 
you have the instruments and issue of 
government. Then under the vision of 
glory you have the millennial age and 
the eternal state. 

Four Schools of Interpretation 

Now as to various interpretations. 
There are in the main, four: the idealist, 
the preterist, the historicist, and the 


futurist. 
The idealist theory is that we have a 


pictorial unfolding of age-long principles 
in conflict with one another, light and 
darkness in conflict, God and the Devil 
in conflict, and these are age-long. It 
extends across the whole field of human 
history, but is set before us in this last 
book pictorially. 


Well, as to this theory, it is true that 
contrary principles are in conflict in the 
book, and that those principles have been 
in conflict throughout the whole period 
of human history. But to say that this 
is the interpretation of the book is to 
destroy interpretation altogether, because 
it means that the places and the people 
therein named are not to be literally 
regarded. It destroys chronology, his- 
tory and geography and resolves the 
whole thing into a pictorial presentation. 


Second, the preterist theory is, that 
we have here the events and experiences 
of the church of the first three centuries, 
and that they are set forth in this apoca- 
lyptic form to prevent suspicion on the 
part of the Roman authorities which 
would have brought upon the Christians 
the wrath of Caesar and probably re- 
sulted in the extermination of the church. 
Well, if that is so, we need not trouble 
ourselves about it except as we are 
interested in ancient history. 


Third, the historicist theory is, that 
we have here a prophetic unfolding of 
the whole history of the church from the 
apostolic age to the end of her career, 
so that today we have nearly exhausted 
the prophecy and are somewhere in the 
bowl judgments and near the end. 
According to this theory Christ is coming 
for His church very soon and the millen- 
nial kingdom will be established. Ac- 
cording to this theory we are to look for 
the interpretation of all that is presented 
in apocalyptic form in these chapters, 
from chapter 1 to that of the bowl judg- 
ments, in the events of history, in the 
realm of things religious, from the apos- 
tolic age to the present time. Some good 
and great men have been busy on this 
theory, like Elliott and Grattan Guin- 
ness, and we must pay attention to them, 
but except on a very few points, there 
is hopeless disagreement among them all. 


Then comes the futurist position 
which is, that what we have here is still 
future, in other words, that the book of 
the Revelation refers to the seventieth 
week in Daniel. The sixty-ninth week 
of his prophecy was broken off with 
Christ's rejection, and the whole of this 
Christian age intervenes and we still 
await the seventieth week. This seven- 
tieth week is a period of seven years when 
the church is to be raptured, and when 
Antichrist is to make a compact with 
the Jews, at the end of which he is to 
break the contract, and Christ is to come 
to earth. According to the futurist, the 
Apocalypse treats of that seven years 
and of the two parts of it of three and 
one-half years respectively. 


I cannot myself see that the idealist 
position is tenable. Certainly it does 
not meet the demands of the case. But 
when we come to the historicist and 
futurist we may well pause before we 
ally ourselves with one or the other school. 


I am not prepared, let me say, to rule 
out the historicist on the one part or the 
futurist on the other. It seems to me 
there must be true elements in both 
views. We have an analogy in nature. 
There are slow processes that come to 
rapid maturity. Through the winter 
and early spring there is scarcely anything 
visible, but then a little green shoots up 
above the earth, and finally one day 
everything is in full bloom. That full 
bloom is the sudden product of long 
processes. I see the historicist view in 
that process. I believe that all the main 
events of history across a_ protracted 
period of time are going to re-appear at 
the end. 


History repeats itself. The historicist 
is not wholly right, the futurist is not 
wholly right, and neither is either of 
them wholly wrong. There should be a 
blending of these views. If I had to 
choose between the two I should have 
to wear the label of the futurist. I am 
not out to establish a theory or be the 
devotee of a school, but to know the 
truth, and we all certainly need to know 
something further and fuller of the truth 
concerning this book. I believe its full 
significance will never be understood by 
the saints in this dispensation, but in 
the light of fulfilment it will be known in 
another age as we can never know it now. 


Supreme Values of the Apocalypse 


Now we come to its supreme values. 
You say, if there are all these views and 
great men on all sides of the question, 
what is the use of our taking up the 
matter, since we are utterly unable to 
judge as to the relative merits of these? 


If your purpose and desire is to know 
the significance of every detail, to be 
able to interpret all the terms of the book 
down to the last word, you are doomed 
to disappointment. But nevertheless, 
the book has supreme values for every 
one of us, values that should lead us to 
read it again and again, and as we do 
its truth will disclose itself as we go 
patiently and prayerfully on. 

What are these values? We have in 
the book an unveiling of Jesus Christ. 
If you go through the book and under- 
line His names, you will be amazed at 
the number of them: Lord, God, Alpha, 
Omega, Jesus, Christ, King, Master, 
Lamb, Lion, Morning Star, and more 
beside. There is an unveiling of His 
activity with reference to His church 
which He is chastening, with reference 
to Israel which He is restoring, and with 
reference to the nations which He is 
judging. There is a revelation of His 
relations temporal and moral to heaven, 
and to earth and to hell. 


Then there is inspiration in the book, 
inspiration to the faithful in the present 
time. Christ is shown as central and 
crucial, as sufficient and satisfying, and 
that perhaps is its greatest value. What- 
ever school of interpretation you may 
belong to, this value is not the preroga- 
tive of anyschool, but the common posses- 
sion of all. 

Then another abiding value of the 
book is that in it we have a revelation 
of the issue of history. I do not know 
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anything that appeals to me more than 
this—standing back and looking at 
history, at the mighty sweep of it, in its 
mass movements, and hearing the tramp, 
tramp of the peoples through the ages, 
seeing the program of the human race. 
What is the significance of it all? We 
look at the past years of human history 
and various answers will be given to the 
question. How often was it said during 
the war, ‘‘Well, if there is a God in the 
heavens, why did He permit this?”’ and 
so God was blamed for the sinful stupidity 
of men. What is the meaning of it and 


how long is this going to be drawn out? 
This book tells us. Here we have the 
conflict between right and wrong, here 
good and evil are met together in deadly 
battle, here light and darkness are striv- 
ing for the mastery, here God and the 
Devil are opposed. The field is covered 
with smoke. We tremble, and we say, 
‘‘What is going to be the outcome of all 
this?’”’ This book tells us. When the 
smoke has rolled away, there is a great 
multitude, that no man can number, of 
all nations, and kindreds, and peoples 
and tongues who have washed their robes 





in the blood of the Lamb. And the city 
of God, the Holy Jerusalem, descends 
from God out of heaven, four square. 
The purposes of God are not to be frus- 
trated. The Man who was born in a 
stable and died between two thieves is 
going to occupy the throne of the uni- 
verse and all the nations are going to 
acknowledge Him as Lord. Does that 
not nerve you for the fight? Does that 
not steady you in a day of speculation? 

The issue is sure. However evil may 
seem to triumph, God is going to bruise 
Satan under our feet. 


Is Any Among You Afflicted? Let Him Pray 


HESE words of the epistle of 

James (5:16) taken by themselves, 

have a harsh, a laconic sound. 

“Is any among you afflicted? Let 
him pray.’’ Pray for what? 

I have been interested in reading the 
Bible to see what God’s saints have 
prayed for in affliction, and I have found 
first, that sometimes they have merely 
asked God to consider their afflictions, 
that is all. ‘‘Have mercy upon me, O 
Lord. Consider my trouble which I 
suffer of them that hate me,” exclaims 
David. And Jeremiah: ‘‘Remember, O 
Lord, what is come upon us; consider and 
behold our reproach.” : 

Of what use or advantage is it to ask 
God to consider our complaints? Per- 
haps no use or advantage so far as God 
is concerned, but great use or advantage 
to us. Is it not natural for us to pour 
our complaints into one another’s ears? 
Do we not find relief merely in relating 
our tale of woe, even through the one to 
whom we speak already knows it, and 
though he may not be able to help us by 
so much as a word? Often we tell our 
complaints to one who seems a sympa- 
thizer, but who, in an hour of enmity, 
uses our confidence against us. How 
much rather spread the matter before 
God, ‘‘the same yesterday, today and 
forever’? He even expects us to do it, 
saying, ‘‘Put me in remembrance; let us 
plead together.’’ Not that He forgets, 
but that He would have us not forget! 
Indeed, every command to pray is only 
an obligation to tell God what He already 
knows. God loves to hear His children’s 
voices and regards with jealousy our 
making confidants of others than Himself.

A second thing that some have prayed 
for in affliction is God’s presence and 
support under it. ‘‘Why standest thou 
afar off, O Lord? Why hidest thou thy- 
self in times of trouble?” ‘Hide not thy 
face from me in the day when I am in 
trouble.’’ These are the words of the 
psalmist again. 

Some years ago, a prominent business 
man of Boston was convicted of embezzle- 
ment and sentenced to prison. On his 
journey thither he was accompanied in 
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the carriage by his pastor, Phillips 
Brooks. That pastor, able and influen- 
tial as he was, could not procure the par- 
don of his friend nor shorten his term 
of servitude a single day. Perhaps dur- 
ing the sad ride he did not utter a word 
of any real solace to the convicted man. 
And yet his presence was a help and 
assuagement of his grief. 

We know how it is when we are sick. 
How a child longs for its mother at such 
a time! She cannot alleviate his pain 
but she can hold his hand; she can lay her 
soothing palm upon his brow; she can 
just stay there where he may see her and 
that will be a help! 

I would not think much of the Christian 
experience of one who is unable to inter- 
pret this feeling in the language of the 
spiritual life. Who has not borne afflic- 
tion when he felt that God could not con- 
sistently relieve him of it, borne it almost 
gladly, if God has given him that delight- 
ful sense of His presence and support 
under it? Take our blessed Lord. Com- 
pare His words in the night in which He 
was betrayed with those elicited by the 
agony of the cross. In the one case He 
predicts his desertion by His followers 
and speaks of Himself as left alone, ‘‘and 
yet not alone, because the Father is with 
me.”’ In the other, when the Father 
judicially withdrew that presence, listen 
to the melting cry of a breaking heart, 
“My God, my God, why hast thou for- 
saken me?”

A third thing prayed for in affliction 
is deliverance from it. ‘‘The troubles of 
my heart are enlarged; O bring thou me 
out of my distressess’’ (David). And 
Isaiah: ‘‘Wilt thou refrain thyself for these 
things O Lord? Wilt thou hold thy peace 
and afflict us very sore?” 

It may be said that we do not need to 
go to the Bible to learn this. If there is 
anything we are sure we ought to pray 
for in affliction, it is to be delivered from 
it. But here we are apt to fall into two 
mistakes, opposite in character. We 
are apt sometimes to pray for deliver- 
ance in the spirit of a demand. God 
ought not to have allowed the affliction, 


we think, and in sheer justice it ought 
to be taken away. 

Do we realize that ofttimes the greatest 
affliction with which God could visit 
us would be to answer our prayers? 
How would Moses have felt had God 
taken him at his word when he asked 
that his name be blotted out of the book 
of life if the sin of Israel were not for- 
given? What a loss to Elijah had God 
answered him when, dejected and dis- 
couraged with his life, he craved to have 
it taken away! Was not his translation 
to heaven worth waiting for? 7 

There is a story of a young wife whose 
husband was very sick, and who was told 
that he must die. In her wild agony 
she flung herself upon the ground and 
demanded of God that he be spared to 
her. ‘O God,” said she, ‘‘I cannot live 
without him! Thou must spare him to 
me! Take aught else, but leave my 
husband!” 

The story runs that the husband was 
indeed spared, but only to remain an 
idiot. Years afterward while wearily 
enduring his vacant stare the devoted 
wife cried out: 


‘‘My Father, thou hast taught me how 
To suffer and be still; 

And bowed my rebel spirit down 
To thy unerring will. 


‘Hast taught me that there is a pang 
Greater than death can give; 

And punished my idolatry, 
Bidding my idol live!” 


The other mistake is this: I was 
speaking with a young man who had 
trials of a domestic nature, but while 
he was a professing Christian and tried 
to live a consistent life, still he never 
thought of praying for deliverance from 
his trials. They had come upon him in 
a sort of natural way, as he expressed it, 
and he thought he ought to bear them 
without question. This sounded. like 
dutiful submission, but I discovered 
under the guise of a Christian the features 
of a fatalist. What conception of the 
fatherhood of God is that which pre- 
vents a child of His from asking to be 
delivered from a burden if consistent 
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with His will? There was given unto 
Paul ‘‘a thorn in the flesh,” a ‘‘messenger 
of Satan’’ to buffet him. Thrice did he 
beseech the Lord that it might depart 
from him. Was he undutiful in present- 
ing that petition more than once, or in 
presenting it at all? No! for when the 
answer came, “My grace is sufficient 
for thee,”’ he at once exclaimed, ‘‘Most 
gladly therefore will I rather glory in 
my infirmities.” 

And take again our blessed Lord. 
Hear His threefold supplication in the 
garden, that if it were possible, the cup 
might be taken from Him. Was He 
undutiful? No! for when the affirmative 
answer failed to come, we hear Him say, 
“Nevertheless, Father, not as I will, but 
as thou wilt.” 

IV 

But as I pursued my reading of the 
Bible I found from the histories of God's 
saints that some of them not only prayed 
for God to consider their affliction, or 
grant His presence and support under 
it, or deliver them from it, but also that 
they might know the cause of it. Hearken 
to Job: ‘“My soul is weary of my life. 
I will say unto God, do not condemn 
me; show me wherefore thou contendest 
with me. Teach me, and I will hold my 
tongue, and cause me to understand 
wherein I have erred.”’ 

May we not lay it down as a fact 
that for all our affliction there is a cause, 
I mean a cause other than a natural one? 


“These severe afflictions 
‘Not from the ground arise.” 


And were it not the highest wisdom to 
ascertain this cause, that, by removing 
it, we may honor God by making it no 
longer necessary for Him to thus afflict 
us! 

Think of this passage in Lamentations: 
Thy prophets have seen vain and foolish 


“ir 


things for thee, and they have not dis- 
covered thine iniguity to turn away thy 
captivity, but have seen for thee false 
burdens and causes of banishment.” 

These words are addressed to the 
people of Judah carried into captivity 
by Babylon, and who seem astonished 
at what has happened to them. They 
wonder how it has been brought to pass, 
and what is the cause of their affliction. 
They have false prophets leading them 
astray, and suggesting various causes, 
none of which are right. And Judah 
is trying to govern herself by them. 
She is instituting this and that reform, 
and making this and that move upon the 
political chessboard, that the result 
may hasten her hour of liberty. ‘But 
no,” says Jeremiah, ‘‘you are wrong. 
The cause of your affliction is your sin; 
never until you turn away from your 
idolatry will you be turned away from 
your captivity.’’ It took Judah seventy 
years to find this out; but when cured 
of her idolatry she was permitted to 
return to her own land. 

There is a great lesson for us here. 
Sin is the root cause of affliction, and 
he is a false prophet who advises us to 
stop short of that in our investigations. 
One ought not say that we are always 
the authors of our trials, but it is an 
axiom that if there were no sin there 
would be no sorrow. And when some 
sorrows come, it is a wise prayer that 
asks to have the sin pointed out that 
caused them, and then to put that sin 
away. 

V 

Others again have prayed for the 
divine teaching that the affliction was 
intended to afford. Thus Elihu: ‘Surely 
it is meet to be said unto God, I have 
borne chastisement, I will not offend 
any more. That which I see not, teach 
me. If I have done iniquity, I will do 





no more.’’ It has been remarked that 
every affliction has its cause in the mind 
of God. It is equally true that in the 
same sense every affliction has its object. 
“Now no chastening for the present 
seemeth to be joyous, but grievous; 
nevertheless afterward it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness to them 
which are exercised thereby.” 

It is the part of wisdom to ascertain 
the divine cause of our affliction, but 
no less so to endeavor that it may work 
out in us the divine ends. There are 
few sadder expressions in the Old Testa- 
ment than God’s lament over Israel, 
‘“‘Why need ye be stricken any more? 
Ye will revolt more and more!”’ It were 
as though He said: “I might as well 


remove my rod and allow you to hasten | 


your destruction.”” The object in such 
affliction is always to direct us in the 
way of truth, to make us understand 
God better, and to live more nearly 
as He would have us live. Happy is he 
who, as the result of his affliction, can 
say with Milton in his blindness: 


“On my bended knee, 
I recognize thy purpose, clearly seen; 
My vision thou hast dimmed 
That I may see 
Thyself, thyself alone.’ 


Californians say that people there pay 
less attention to religion than elsewhere 
because there is so much sunshine. The 
climate is so delightful that they are out- 
doors most of the time, and their Sundays 
are given to excursions, and the church 
neglected. A less salubrious atmosphere 
would be better for their souls. 

In the kingdom of God there will be 
many with cause for eternal gratitude, 
that the sunshine of worldly happiness 
faded in time to lead them to appreciate 
“the light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God in the face of Jesus Christ.’

ANIEL WEBSTER once said 
that the greatest question that 
had ever engaged his mind was 
that of his personal responsibility 

to God. It is a question of the first 
magnitude in every man’s _ thinking. 
Man is built around a conscience, and his 
conscience holds him responsible to an 
authority higher than himself.

Seciety, said no people have yet been 
found who have not an idea or a name 
for the supreme Being, and a missionary 
of forty years experience said he never 
speaks to a new tribe about God; they 
know that He is; they want to be told 
who He is.

It is the business of the church to tell 
men who God is, and in so-called mission 
lands there is often a good foundation to 
build upon. 


They Once Knew God 


The African people, among whom I 
labored, furnish evidence of this fact. 
They have a tradition of the flood; they 
have a vague belief in the immortality of 
the soul; they glimpse the necessity for 
substitutionary atonement; they have a 
‘‘wave offering’’ akin to that described 
in the Mosaic institutions; and they 
know that they are pilgrims in a world in 
which they are beset behind and before, 
above and below, by hostile spirits con- 
sciously and constantly seeking their hurt. 
As to deity, whom they consider negative, 
harmless and remote, they say, ‘‘God is 
good; He won’t hurt us’’; but they do not 
attribute such benevolent character and 
intention to the Devil. They have a 


fear of him, and their worship is intended 
to appease his wrath. 

Some years ago, traveling from Lake 
Baringo to Eldama Ravine in Kenya 
Colony, formerly British East Africa, we 
encountered a sub-chief of the Njemps 
tribe. Before taking our leave my com- 
panion gave hima blanket He accepted 
the gratuity with the parting salutation: 
‘‘Now then, go in peace and may the 
peace of God go with you.” If these 
lofty words had been spoken by an 
Episcopal bishop in a cathedral they 
would have possessed a fine congruity; 
but what did that pagan know about 
God? And what did he know about that 
Christian grace which we call peace? 
And yet these ideas about God and peace 
once were freighted with meaning, and 
had power to mold the thought and in- 
fluence the life of his progenitors, but 
their virtue had long ago been swallowed 
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up by the passing centuries; the husk 
remained, but the kernel was gone. 


It is the mission of the church to invest 
these ideas with their true significance, to 
make God stand for Father, and not for 
an absentee landlord, and to make peace 
break the shackles of fear from the hearts 
of these troubled pilgrims, and flood their 
souls with the glory of spiritual fellow- 
ship. 


A few months ago a Quaker friend 
asked me to meet him at one of the 
Chicago terminals. On one occasion his 
fellow missionary had taken me to a 
shrine, a miniature grass hut in the 
native village, and there showed me a 
stone with a smear of red uponit. ‘‘What 
is the substance on that stone?”’ I asked. 
“It is blood,’”’ he said, the blood of a fowl 
perhaps—but it was blood. Life had 
been sacrificed; and the blood of the 
innocent victim had been spilled upon 
that rude altar to propitiate an evil 
spirit. 

It is the privilege of the church to go 
to that man with a Christian 
interpretation of the divine 


the ethereal blue. The man pulled the 
strap. ‘‘Who’s there?” said a voice. ‘‘A 
Masai man,” was the answer. ‘‘What do 
you want?” ‘‘A cow.” The request is 
granted; the man gets his cow. And this 
process of questions and answers is 
repeated until the man has flocks and 
herds. 


As you listen you perceive that the 
man has struck a true note; God has 
blessed him with sheep and cattle, this 
shepherd of the valleys who disdains to 
till the soil, but lives on milk and meat 
by preference. 


But you are not satisfied, and you say: 
‘‘Masai man, you have told me about 
your domesticated animals, but how do 
you account for the lion, the leopard, the 
chetah and the hyena, these beasts which 
prey upon your flocks and herds?” 


And your man rises to the height 
of a new dignity as he says: ‘‘White 
man, my story is only begun. Hear 
me; it came about that my forefathers 
fell under the scorn of yon Being in 


Knowing that he holds you with the 
thrall of suspense he pauses until he has 
raised your expectation to white heat, 
when he says: ‘‘White man, my fore- 
fathers did not heed the warning from 
the sky, but offended more and more, so 
that in anger the strap was taken up, 
and a thunderbolt cut the heavens and 
rent the earth, from which flows these 
fumes of death as a memorial of His 
displeasure.” 

The secret is out; the story is finished; 
and the logic of it holds it together. 


The Legs on Which the Story Walks 


What are the legs upon which the story 
walks? Are they not the intimations of a 
divinity who lives in the heavens and 
hears the prayers of his creatures by giv- 
ing them good gifts? And the other side 
of the story, does it not show punish- 
ment for ill deserts? But the sad feature 
of the story lies in its omission—there is 
no recovery from failure, no redemption 
from sin. What a basis for corrective 
teaching is here offered to the Christian 

missionary! 
Some one has described con- 





dictum, ‘‘Without the shed- 
ding of blood there is no re- 
mission of sin’’; the story of 
the cross becomes easy after 
that. 


The African in common 
with the race has a capacity 
for spiritual understanding. 
This is indicated by his ideas 
concerning deity, and his re- 
lation to prayer, rewards, sin, 
punishment, etc. 


The Strange Rift in the 
Earth 

Let me illustrate what I 

mean by a bit of folklore 


taken from the traditions of 
the Masai tribe. 





From the place where my 
house clung to the side of a 
hill in the Rift Valley, 7,500 
feet above sea level, to the 
scene of my story on the floor 
of that valley 2,000 feet be- 
low, is-a westward distance 


version as a crisis with a view 
to a process, and so it is. 
Perhaps Saul on the way to 
Damascus is our best example 
of a crisis successfully reached 
and passed, as it is also of 
the process whereby Saul the 
persecutor became Paul the 
Christian missionary. 

The black man holds part- 
nership with us in our com- 
mon humanity, and like our- 
selves is capable of communion 
with God and fellowship with 
heaven. He, too, meets his 
crisis and passes from it into 
the process wherein the bud 
of promise unfolds into the 
flower of realization. 

About fifteen years ago a 
Mr. Sywulka, a Slavonic mis- 
sionary brought up in the 
Greek Cathclic church and 
trained by the Moody Bible 
Institute, labored among the 
Wanyamwezie people in 








of eight miles as the crow 
flies. .Where the grass is lush 
and green when everything else 
is brown and sear, you would observe 
a rift in the earth, and a sign put up 
by the government warning you away 
from the poisonous gas which issued 
from the crevice. And with good reason, 
for you discover the bleaching bones of 
animals about the hole, and dead bodies 
of birds and butterflies which came too 
close. 

While you are pondering this freak of 
nature, up comes your Masai man with 
the dignity of unstudied grace, and you 
ask him how this strange thing came to 
be. He drives the butt of his spear into 
the ground and tells you a story which 
taps the lore of the centuries. 

He tells you that a long time ago, 
nobody knows how long, one of his 
progenitors stood on that spot, and from 
the heavens hung a strap that a man 
might pull to signal that other world in 
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Young Men of the Masai Tribe 


the blue, so that when man asked for 
a camel he got a lion, and when he 
asked for a cow he got a leopard, and 
when he asked for a sheep he got a 
chetah, and when he asked for a goat he 
got a hyena.” 

When you reflect upon the law of the 
jungle with its stress and tragedy, you 
know that the black man has sccred 
again. The domesticated animals are all 
about you, and though you do not see 
them you know that the ravening beasts 
are not faraway. They had to come from 
somewhere. Your black philosopher goes 
back to the fundamentals of their intro- 
duction, and gives you his reason for 
the tragedy of the jungle. 

But you are still unsatisfied, so you 
say: ‘‘Very good, Masai man, you have 
spoken truly, but how do you account 
for this poisonous hole in the ground?” 


Tanganyika Territory, former- 
ly German East Africa. 


Mr. Sywulka was station- 
ed on the southern shore of Lake 
Victoria, at Nasa, where years ago 
Alexander Mackay, the famous C. M. S. 
industrial missionary wrought with his 
hands. 

Not only did Mr. Sywulka faithfully 
teach the Word of God, but he prepared 
a primer, on the back of which he printed, 
with his little hand press, the words in 
1 John 3:16: ‘‘Hereby perceive we the 
love of God, because he laid down his 
life for us: and we ought to lay down our 
lives for the brethren.” 

He printed these words in faith know- 
ing that like little seeds planted in the 
soil of that country, in due time they 
would bring forth after their kind, and 
in the meantime he fertilized them with 
his prayers. 

They Amazed the Missionary 

One day three black men came to his 
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station saying they would have words 
with the missionary. After the greet- 
ing, the spokesman said: ‘‘Teacher,” 
holding up the primer and pointing to the 
text on the back, ‘‘these words have 
mastered us. Here we have our wives 
and our children, our gardens and our 
homes, and we have you to teach us the 
words of God; but what are we doing to 
lay down our lives for our brethren? 
We feel the urge to take the words of 
God to the people of Nera.” 

Now Nera was a distant district where 
no missionary labored. It was virgin 
territory, and these men had caught the 
vision for its conquest. 

Mr. Sywulka was amazed, not so much 
at their unexpected request as at the 
brief interregnum between seed time and 
harvest. When he found speech he said: 
““My friends, if God has put this purpose 
into your hearts, go by all means and the 
peace of God go with you; but have you 
counted the cost? You will be leaving 
your homes and your friends, your gar- 
dens and your wives and children, and 
you will be the bearer of a strange story 
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to a strange people, and you will go at 
your own charges.” 





’ 


“Yes, teacher,” said they with simple 
decision, ‘‘we have considered; but by 
leaving our homes and our friends, our 
wives and our children, we have not yet 
reached the point where we will be laying 
down our lives for our brethren. We go 
because the words of God have mastered 
us; we go with the words of God to the 
people of Nera.” 


And they went, these untutored black 
men, with a great story to tell of the 
ways of God in the hearts of men, and 
through the years there has been given 
to them an abundant fruitage. 


I do not have the latest figures, but 
several years ago in this district of Nera, 
70 miles wide and 200 miles long, there 
were 44 schools with 62 teachers, and 
1,000 pupils in daily attendance. Four 
thousand people gathered on Sunday 
and 2,500 were reached every week in the 
village services. 

These three wise men lost their lives as 
a seed in order that they might find them 
again as a crop, and so must we if we 
are not to abide alone. 


“It Has the Sanction of the Intellectuals”

HERE is a wonderful character 

analysis of the present day mod- 

ernist theologian in the last seven 

verses of the seventh chapter of 
John. The chief priest and Pharisees of 
Jerusalem had sent out a deputy of city 
officials to arrest Jesus and bring him 
into their presence. They returned empty 
handed. 

“Why did ye not bring him?’ they 
asked. “Never man so spake,” the 
officials of the law replied. Here is an 
honest verdict. These men are not re- 
ferring to the eloquence of Jesus but to 
the message of Jesus. After they had 
heard Jesus they were not willing to 
arrest Him as a criminal. Such a man 
could not be a criminal. If men today 
will only listen to Jesus, and stop talking 
themselves, they will come to the same 
conclusions these officers of the law 
arrived at. 


Why Not Listen to Him? 

Men who condemn Jesus never listen 
to Jesus. While Jesus is speaking to 
them they are thinking of new questions 
to ask in order to bolster up their own 
opinion of things. When men argue for 
argument’s sake they never listen to 
their opponent except to find more fault 
with his position. The Pharisees were 
willing arguers but unwilling students 
of anything that opposed their pre- 
conceived ideas of life. 

It is remarkable how every opponent 
of Jesus Christ believes every one else 
is wrong who disagrees with him. ‘Are 
ye also led astray?’”’ And then they 
followed this question with a terse and 
sarcastic statement, ‘‘Hath any of the 
rulers believed on him, or of the Phari- 
sees?"’ These were the intellectuals of 
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that day. These questioners as much 
as said, “‘Are you men so gullible to 
believe what this man Jesus teaches, 
when the rulers and the Pharisees have 
not sanctioned him?’’ The same argu- 
ment is being used today. 

Young people in our high schools and 
colleges are told, ‘‘You ought by all 
means believe in the theory of evolution 
for the greater number of scientists, and 
not a few great preachers, believe in it. 
It has the sanction of the intellectuals.” 


They Had to Take It Back 


I thank God that the Christian’s faith 
does not hinge upon the findings of 
science, but upon ‘‘Thus saith the Lord.” 
A few years ago scholars said that the 
various kings mentioned in the four- 
teenth chapter of Genesis did not exist. 
They said there was no secular history 
anywhere that mentioned these kings, 
therefore, it was nothing more or less 
than a myth. Some years later some 
geologist excavating in Asia found a 
library which gave the names of these 
kings, and in considerable detail told of 
their exploits, among them their experi- 
ence with Lot in Sodom. Because of 
this evidence scientists were compelled 
to accept this account as trustworthy. 
If they had accepted it by faith in the 
first place they would have been saved 
the trouble of going back on their word. 

Our faith does not depend upon the 
archeologist’s spade but upon the word 
of God. Our faith does not rest upon 
the findings of the astronomer’s telescope 
but upon the word of Him who made 
heaven and earth. Our faith is not es- 
tablished upon the outcome of the scient- 
ist’s microscope but upon the Creator 
of the atom and the molecule. 


The Scientists Did Not Believe 
Columbus 

Not only have religious truths often 
met with scorn by the intellectuals, but 
likewise have scientific truths been 
scorned by them. How many scientists 
and scholars believed Columbus when 
he said the world was round? How many 
scholars believed Harvey when he said 
the blood circulated? Not many. But 
if the scholars had been as thorough in 
the study of their Bibles as they had been 
in the study of philosophy, literature, 
and science they would have found that 
all the facts discovered by science are 
in harmony with the statements of the 
Bible. 

We must recognize that the Bible was 
not written to teach science, and yet it 
is scientifically true. It was not written 
to teach history, and yet it is historically 
true. It was not written to teach litera- 
ture, but it is a master-piece of literature. 
It was written to teach religion, the only 
religion that is faultless, and in the field 
of religion it is the text-book par excel- 
lence. 

The facts of science and the Bible 
agree. A fact is eternal. The theory of 
science may or may not agree with the 
Bible. Whenever science proves that a 
certain theory is an undeniable fact it 
will agree with the Bible. No honest 
scientist today will claim that evolution 
has been proven to be an undeniable 
fact. There are many questions con- 
cerning it still unanswered. And as 
Darwin was not present at the creation 
of man I prefer to take the word of Al- 
mighty God for I know He was there. 


Nicodemus’ Solution 
It is to be noted in John’s account of 
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this controversy of the Pharisees with 
the city officials that Nicodemus offers 
a fair solution to the problem. He makes 
the demand that they let Jesus give His 
side of the case. This the Pharisees 
refuse. They sarcastically reply, ‘‘Nico- 
demus, you are a great teacher and you 
did not come from Galilee. Did you 
ever know of a prophet coming from 
miserable Galilee? This man Jesus is no 
scholar. He is a carpenter’s son—what 
does he know in comparison to our 
knowledge of life?’”’ The Pharisee repre- 
sents the man of reason arguing against 
the man of faith. 

The question has been asked, ‘‘Should 
evolution be taught in the schools?’ 
Without arguing whether it should be or 
should not be, let us ask the question, 


“If evolution is to be taught in our schools 
how ought it to be taught?”” At present 
most of the teachers in our schools are 
evolutionists. They cannot possibly give 
an unbiased opinion of the subject. 
Would it not be fair for every school board 
to invite the Christian anti-evolutionist 
to lecture to our school students and 
present to them the Christian view of the 
creation so that they could have a bal- 
anced teaching of this important ques- 
tion? 

It is argued by teachers in our state 
schools today that they merely teach 
evolution as a theory and leave it for the 
student to decide whether he wants to 
believe in it or not. However, we are 
well aware of the fact that the preponder- 
ance of evidence is placed on the side of 
evolution as little effort is made to show 





the Christian's view point in the right 
light. 
The Modern Pharisee 


The sad fact is that theologians and 
scholars who are on the wrong track are 
not anxious to travel any other road. 
They will not listen to reason but by 
sarcastic remarks try to bewilder their 
opponent and domineeringly force their 
own opinion on immature minds. 

The modernist of today is the Pharisee 
of Jesus’ day. He is filled with his own 
conceit and looks upon every humble 
man of faith as an ignorant but conscien- 
tious fool. The Bible is the most reason- 
able book in the world, Chrisitanity is the 
only reasonable religion on earth, and God 
is the only reasonable answer to the 
riddles of the universe. 


The Real Issue In Tennessee

HILE in attendance at the 
Scopes trial at Dayton, Tenn., 
I came to the conclusion that 
the trial was misnamed. 

It was God, our Father, Jesus Christ, 
our Saviour, Christianity and the true 
church, that was on trial there, while the 
whole world looked on. 

With these mighty issues in the bal- 
ance, it might well be, as the newspapers 
said, the greatest and most interesting 
subject ever discussed in this country, 
looked at from the angle of its having 
inspired more cablegrams, telegrams, tele- 
phones, and radiograms than were ever 
sent about any other subject. 


Unitarian Propaganda 


I concluded further, that Jews and 
Unitarians had joined forces to push this 
antichristian conflict. It was very fitting 
that Clarence Darrow, a criminal lawyer 
and an avowed agnostic, should lead in 
the defense of this evolution case, for the 
teaching of creative evolution is both 
criminal and atheistic.

Evolution Defined by Haeckel 
No real Christian can swallow this 
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atheistic, ‘‘theistic evolution” bait, with- 
out getting the hook and sinker also. 

No true evolutionist can admit of a 
miracle or of the existence of God, either. 
Evolution is claimed by its proponents as 
“the non-miraculous origin and develop- 
ment of all things’ or the ‘‘anti-Genesis 
origin of life and matter,” vide Haeckel. 
This is the real issue. 

We must not permit these word con- 
jurers to confound evolution with natural 
growth. The development of the oak 
from the acorn is not evolution, but 
growth. The butterfly from the grub, 
is but natural development. 

There must be an originative and bio- 
genetic element in true evolution. That 
is, a super-added element of life or faculty 
must come into existence out of a previ- 
ous non-existence, through a _ non- 
personal law or power called evolution. 


Evolution a Rope of Sand 


This unbridged gulf will yet form the 
tomb of evolution. The fact that geol- 
ogy can produce not one true fossil that 
shows one species changing into another, 
makes evolution a mere rope of sand, or, 
a chain whose every other link is missing. 
The natural atheism of the unregenerate 
heart is grasping quickly at the false 
claims of the pseudo-scientist who propa- 
gatesthisbunk. Thus the great apostasy 
of the last days will be given an impetus. 
God has said, ‘‘He is Antichrist who 
denieth both the Father and the Son.”’

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Conserving Spiritual Resources 


By Charles A. Ingraham, Cambridge, N. Y. 


HE crux of the dispute between 

the fundamentalists and modern- 

ists concerns chiefly the spiritual 

and supernatural phases of the 
Christian faith. The controversy, broadly 
speaking, is arrayed with the fundamen- 
talists standing for the supernatural, and 
their opponents holding that this may 
be dispensed with as an article of religion 
belief. Evidently there are many mod- 
ernists who deny the virgin birth, though 
by so doing the entire field of the miracu- 
lous and supernatural claims of the Bible 
is ignored; for how can they deny the 
virgin birth without forfeiting the resur- 
rection, the raising of Lazarus and the 
many other miraculous events of the 
Scriptures? But I believe that in order 
to accept these supernatural occurrences, 
the individual himself must have person- 
ally experienced the birth of Christ in his 


own soul. Spiritual things are spiritually 
discerned. 
A Converted Life Contradicts Mod- 


ernism 


It has been well said that if the virgin 
birth can be explained away, how can 
the virgin life of Christ be accounted for 
without a miracle? And, how can the 
mystery of a changed, converted life be 
solved that no other means has been able 
to reform and render Christlike? I am 
acquainted with a gentleman, a very 
intelligent, conservative and quite uncom- 
municative person, who, while conversing 
with me concerning the modernist cult, 
remarked that he was a fundamentalist, 
“For,’”’ said he, “I know that I am not 
the man I once was, that an absolute 
change has been wrought in me.’’ He 
had personal demonstration by the Spirit, 
and hence, believes in the miraculous 
events recorded in the Scriptures. It 
was thus with the man born blind, who 
under the ministration of Jesus, knew 
one thing beyond cavil of contradiction, 
and that was, whereas he was blind, now 
he saw. 

Here it is pertinent to remark that the 
lack of success in the work of the church 
is not to be charged entirely to those 
outside of it, but in no small degree to 
those within it, and the prime cause of 
our delinquency is that the membership 
lack spiritual convictions, and hence have 
little efficiency as religious workers. 
Judgment must begin at the house of 
God. There is much said as to there 
being too many churches, that denomina- 
tionalism should be abrogated, ideas 
which I once entertained but have 
modified, for I knowthatin all the churches 
as now governed there is ample oppor- 
tunity to develop into angelic beauty 
and usefulness of character, if we are but 
so disposed. Would the spiritual pros- 
pects of the churches be improved by 
consolidation?—that is the real question. 
Denominationalism is, perhaps, the best 
method of church government and wor- 
ship possible under the present state of 
human society, which is given to a clan- 
nish spirit and enjoys being just a little 
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different from the rest of the world. No 
doubt in exceptional cases the merging 
of congregations is advisable and some- 
times necessary, but generally speaking 
the present ways are satisfactory, not- 
withstanding that there are duplications 
at home and abroad in mission fields. 


Advantages of a Small Church 


Moreover, it is hardly possible for a 
clergyman to do justice to a membership 
of more than 200, or at the most 300 
persons, to which, of course, are to be 
added many others connected with it. 
If he enters, body and soul into the work 
thus set before him, he will be eaten up 
by the enervating labor entailed. The 
exhaustion imposed upon a minister in 
the employments which fall to him are of 
kind to consume his nervous vitality more 
rapidly, perhaps, than any other occupa- 
tion. ‘‘Who touched me?”’ said Jesus in 
the midst of the throng, when the woman 
with an issue of blood reached unob- 
served to the hem of His garment, for He 
said that He felt that virtue or power had 
gone out of Him. And to this day 
spiritual ministrations of every kind 
make a very great draft upon the re- 
sources of nervous and mental strength. 
Before leaving the topic of the consolida- 
tion of churches, let me say that I do not 
believe that the scheme would result in 
larger, but rather in smaller aggregate 
attendance, and that the amounts real- 
ized for missions and benevolences would 
be less, and above all that there would 
result a cooling down of the moderate 
degree of spiritual fervor which we now 
possess. 

For it is the spiritual prosperity of the 
church we are stressing, and the shepherd, 
if he is to know each of his flock, must 
have a limit to their number. It is his 
place, if I may be allowed to express 
myself, to come into very intimate rela- 
tions with every member of his church 
and congregation, even with the children, 
individually as well as collectively; to 
warn, to rebuke, to commend and encour- 
age, to pour out sympathy to all who 
need it, not neglecting the poor. And 
here is the most fertile field for the culti- 
vation of the spiritual resources of the 
church,—among those who, having little 
of this world’s goods and enjoyments, 
are more ready to embrace the unsearch- 
able riches of Christ, and, not having 
an abundance of diversion, are more 
easily led to enjoy spiritual blessings. 


Poverty Rather Than Wealth Pro- 
motes Spirituality 


It is with the aid of the poor that the 
church has thriven in all ages of its his- 
tory. Beginning at Jerusalem and Gali- 
lee, it was fishermen and others consid- 
ered of little social or intellectual account 
that constituted the bulk of the early 
communions. And so it has continued 
to this day in foreign fields,—the missions 
are recruited generally from the obscurer 
portions of the people. But great possi- 
bilities are in these persons of lowly 


minds and modest ambitions; the doors 
of their hearts are not barred up with 
pride and sophisticated conceits, and with 
proper address they can be led, they and 
their children, to become of present and 
future usefulness to the spiritual resources 
of the church. We need such reinforce- 
ment more than mere material gifts. 

Much has been said in favor of opening 
the doors of our churches on week days 
for recreational purposes, in order to 
offset the outside attractions which too 
much engage our young people, some of 
them antagonistic to the spirit of the 
Christian faith. In this controversy I 
have also modified my views, having 
once been on the side of the institutional 
church, and feeling that the work of the 
Y. M. C. A., the Salvation Army and 
other helpful outside religious organiza- 
tions, should have been anticipated by 
the activities of the church itself. To 
the casual sense this argument seems 
valid, but the question should always be, 
Do such movements and recreational 
affairs promote the building up and main- 
taining of a deep and enlightened spiritual 
faith and practice? That is the main 
point to consider in all religious efter- 
prises—numbers are not so much to be 
sought as a reasonable, living and fervent 
spiritual growth. It is far preferable to 
have in a church a small group of intelli- 
gent and consecrated men and women, 
than a large number of people who are 
living an easy-going, nominal religious 
life, and bringing up their children in the 
same worldly-minded manner. The 
closed doors of the churches during the 
week and the unilluminated windows are 
not to be too much regretted; they are 
yet preaching by the power of their pres- 
ence and are daily exerting a solemn and 
worthy influence upon the people, and it 
is perhaps better that they should be 
thus silently ministering than to be 
employed for other and not strictly 
religious purposes. 





An old lady was dwelling in some 
hovel in Scotland, miserably poor, clad 
in rags, hard put to it for the scantiest 
crust, cold. and sick. Her son had emi- 
grated to Canada. One coming to help 
her necessity asked if she never heard 
from her son. ‘‘Yes,’’ she said, ‘‘he 
writes me often.’’ ‘‘But does he never 
send you money?” ‘‘No; but almost 
always, in his letters, he sends me some 
papers with pretty pictures on them. 
I put them in my Bible, and keep them 
there.’’ ‘‘Let me see the papers,’’ the 
visitor requested. The old lady brought 
her Bible, and the visitor found, sown 
through the leaves, money drafts to 
large amounts. At once the visitor, 
getting the drafts cashed, cushioned the 
dear soul with plenty and with comfort. 
The old lady did not know how good, 
thoughtful, munificent, her boy was. 
So, I think, multitudes go spiritually 
poor shivering, sick, because they do not 
realize how good God is.—Wayland Hoyt. 
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An Appeal for Lay Preaching 


By W. S. Manners, M.D., San Francisco, Calif. 


E HAVE within the church 
today all kinds of societies 
and associations, and I would 
hesitate to burden the church 
with another, but I venture to say 
there is the greatest need in all denomina- 
tions today for a union or society com- 
posed of Christian laymen for the sole 
purpose of preaching the gospel. 

The late Dr. Arthur T. Pierson, 
that prince of preachers, once said that 
the master stroke of the Devil was 
in dividing the church of Christ into 
clergy and laity. No such distinction 
is taught in the Word of God. The 
greatest loss the church ever sustained 
was in the practical elimination of lay- 
men (so-called) from the giving out of 
the gospel. 

I can probably go back in Chicago 
history fifty, or perhaps fifty-five years 
ago, when the outstanding men of God 
in Chicago as soul-winners were laymen, 
—D. L. Moody, Major Whittle, Major 
Cole, ‘‘Quaker’? Dean, Charles Morton, 
B. F. Jacobs, P. P. Bliss and a number 


of others. There was not a minister 
in the city whom God used as He used 
these men. And what. was true in 
Chicago was true in other cities also. 
Where do you find laymen of this type 
today? Virtually in the foreign field 
only. 

Ministers by degrees have delegated 
to themselves the right or privilege of 
doing all the preaching, while the 
brethren in the pew are expected to do 
nothing but put up the coin and keep 
quiet. There is scarcely a church today 
that has in it a layman capable of force- 
fully presenting to the unsaved the 
gospel of Christ. 

It was lay preaching that first made 
Methodism what it was, and it is a 
lack of lay preaching that makes Method- 
ism today what it is. It was lay preach- 
ing that made Brethren the mighty 
force they were in their palmy days. 
The same also as to the Salvation Army. 
Today lay preaching is virtually a lost 
art. 

Why not, in view of this, move for 





a Laymen’s Union for the giving out ot 
the gospel? Denominational lines would 
of course have to be ignored and the 
great fundamentals of the faith em- 
phasized. Mission halls in outlying 
districts could be opened up and strug- 
gling churches without pastors supplied. 

“‘Laymen’s Night’’ even in the large 
churches could be made a real blessing. 

Most of the churches are two-thirds 
empty on Sunday evenings. Why not 
give the laymen a chance and see what 
they can do? 

Of course, vital godliness, cleanness 
of spiritual life, is the great essential. 
Empty professors from the pew are as 
useless to God as are empty professors 
in the pulpit. God demands holiness 
of life in His messengers, otherwise 
He will keep His hands off. 

I have heard all the great preachers 
in the last fifty years or more, and I 
say unhesitatingly, and without apologies 
to the cloth, that the most forceful, 
pungent preachers of the gospel I have 
ever heard have been laymen. 


The Revival In Russia’* 


An address given in the Russian language at the “‘Light to the East Conference’’ in Giessen, Germany,

ENTURIES ago the Lord God 

kindled the flame of His Spirit 

in this country, dear friends, but 

only in the last few decades has 
it burned also in Russia. Geographically 
a great expanse separates us from each 
other, yet we have found in you an elder 
brother. So I have come to tell you of 
what God has done and 


tions as a means to work a great miracle. 
We have about 8,000 believing assemblies. 
It is characteristic of the Russian breth- 
ren that they give much time to prayer 
and reading of the Holy Scriptures. It 
often happens that assemblies spend 
whole nights in prayer, because we have 
the conviction that by prayer alone may 


or die for the Revolution, whose hands 
are blood-stained, have been converted. 
Verily God works miracles even in our 
times! 


Cultural Effect of the Revival 


As to the value of moral standards

A superficial onlooker 
might be skeptical 
that such ‘a movement should be 
possible in a country which has but 
recently passed through such upheavals, 
but it is so. God has used the tribula-

the obstacles which stand in the way of 
the coming of God’s kingdom be over- 
come. 

The movement first of all laid hold 
of the lower classes of the nation, but 
we also find not a few members of the 
educated classes in our meetings. Even 
those who recently were ready to live 


Orthodox Archbishop is 
characteristic. Recently 
a congress of the Greek- 
Orthodox church was 
held when the question 
of how our sectarian 
movement could be 
checked and restrained 
was deliberated upon. 
One of the members pro- 
posed to train mission- 
aries and teach them to 
fight this evangelization. 
But after he had spoken, 
the Archbishop of Kieff 
arose and said: ‘‘I am of 
a_ different opinion. I 
have noticed that those 
people have a_ higher 
moral standard than the 
Greek-Orthodox. If we 
wish to master this 
movement, the members of the Greek- 
Orthodox church must stand on a higher 
level than the evangelical.” The con- 
gress cheered the words. We join in 
these cheers, for the high church func- 
tionary gave expression to a great truth. 
Certainly if all Greek-Orthodox Chris- 
tians were spiritually on a higher level 
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than we, then they would also stand 
nearer to God than we, and that is our 
heart’s desire. 

The evangelical movement has yet 
another cultural effect on the nation. It 
is generally known that about 80 per cent 
of Russians cannot read nor write, but 
among the believing Christians there 
are no more than 20 to 30 per cent 
illiterates. In all committees, courses 
of study are being held, in order that 
each one should learn to read and write. 
An old grandmother of 84, who near the 
end of her life found faith, has taken up 
a spelling-book. 

The houses and yards, even the streets 
in which the believers live, have a dif- 
ferent aspect. 

The changes have attracted the at- 
tention of the Soviet government. Some 
time ago at a congress in Moscow, the 
question was raised by Kalenin, the head 
of the Soviet govern- 


ment will doubtless want to know what 
preceded it, and what are its chief char- 
acteristics at the present moment. It 
was preceded by a time of acute suffer- 
ing. The believers suffered cruel perse- 
cution during the second half of the last 
century. Distant, icy Siberia has been 
filled with our brethren. In the Cau- 
casus, many thousand graves mark their 
way of suffering. Many of our brethren 
have lain in prison with chains on their 
feet and hands. In the villages fire was 
put to their dwelling places. They were 
banished from service. No sort of 
spiritual literature was permitted to be 
published by them. 

I will tell you only one story from the 
dreadful past. It occurred in 1912. 
Five of us had met in a house to read the 
gospel. It was 11 p. m. Suddenly the 
door was torn open. A tall officer of the 
police, two gendarmes, and a so-called

It is true even today, that the blood 
of martyrs is the seed of the church. So 
we thank the Lord for the great honor He 
bestows upon us that we are permitted to 
suffer shame and death for His name’s 
sake. 


A Great Need For Bibles 


A great task is clamoring for immedi- 
ate attention. In many Russian villages, 
containing from 500 to 1,000 houses, 
often not a single Bible is to be found. In 
the Greek-Orthodox village church, a 
Bible or New Testament may be found, 
but it is in the old Slavonic language and 
the people can neither read nor under- 
stand it. We must provide these vil- 

lages with Bibles and 





ment, how best to at- 
tract honest and able 
men for the economic 
departmentsof the State. 
The papers dealt with 
this problem at great 
length. I remember the 
words of Bonch-Bruiev- 
ich, a man who special- 
ly studied the religious 
question in Russia. He 
said: ‘‘The economic 
life of Russia is crum- 
bling. In the Moscow 
region alone there are 
300 factories which are 
in a state of dissolution. 
If we wish to keep the 
Russian political econ- 
omy from falling to 
pieces, we must call the 
evangelical circles to our 
aid.”” The conference 
passed the following res- 
olution: ‘‘We must see

how to attract and en- 
roll the best elements 
of the believers as mem- 
bers of the government administra- 
tion.” 


The Way the Work is Carried On 


Though the revival movement is 
spreading like a fire which advances 
steadily and cannot be restrained, yet 
its growth is guided systematically. The 
8,000 assemblies, evangelical Christians 
and Baptists, each have a central con- 
trolling organization, known respectively 
as the All-Russian Council for Evan- 
gelical Christians, and the Council for 
Baptists. Yearly conferences are held, 
at which representatives from all over 
Russia come together, to deliberate on 
the various inner and outer needs. 
Spiritual conferences also are held at 
various places, though not yet in the way 
they do here in Germany. 

We are also arranging conferences at 
which questions concerning the educa- 
tion of youth is discussed. Short Bible 
courses are held. There exist several 
publishing offices. The organization, 
though difficult and tedious, bears much 
fruit.

missionary stepped in. 

‘‘What are you doing here?”’ the officer 
of the police called out roughly. 

“We are reading the gospel.” 

“Have you any right to do so?” And 
without any further parleying, we were 
all seized and carried off. As we came 
out into the yard we saw that place sur- 
rounded by policemen, with the village 
priest standing in the midst of them. 

I might tell you of thousands of similar 
cases. From the year 1914, the begin- 
ning of the World War, almost all the 
meetings in Russia were closed and 
preachers were banished to the prisons 
in Siberia. This lasted until 1917. 


But the suffering did not end with the 
closing of the war. Even during the last 
seven years the bodies of our brethren 
have been covered with blood. Many 
have died in prison, many have been 
shot, many still suffer in cold Siberia or 
in the Sosovetzki Monastery (on the 
borders of the White Sea), or live in dire 
need and misery. 

I do not state this to draw out com- 
passion, but to put forth in a living way 
what St. Paul means when he says: 


worship them, and im- 
mediately they began to 
take down their ikons 
from their walls. 

As they continued studying the Bible, 
they discovered that they needed a 
spiritual renewal. Immediately they be- 
gan to pray for it, aad many of them 
received the Holy Spirit. As they read 
the New Testament, they became aware 
that it was sufficient, and all other 
prayer-books were useless and should be 
put away. They did this also. They 
went on with the New Testament and 
read that the apostles baptized the fol- 
lowers of Christ on faith. Now amongst 
themselves there was not one who had 
been baptized on the ground of faith, so 
they determined to act in the following 
way: Of ten who were willing to be bap- 
tized, one requested of his _ brother: 
“Baptize me.”’ He did so. After that 
the newly baptized one baptized the one 
who baptized him; gradually these two 
baptized the others. When some time 
after, we came to that place, we found a 
community of evangelical Christian 
brethren, born again and baptized. 


The Greek-Orthodox Church 


Before closing, I would add a few 
words about the Greek-Orthodox church, 
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and our relation to it. You may be 
aware that its very foundations have 
been shaken by the Revolution and that 
a process of decomposition has set in. 
Various parties began to form them- 
selves—the Old Church, the so-called 
Living Church, the Ancient Apostolic, 
and that of the New Birth. In some of 
them the perception has begun to dawn 
that mineteen centuries have separated 
them from apostolic Christianity, and it is 
time to return to it. They perceive that 
a great rebuilding must take place in 
the church. Much has been written and 
spoken on this subject. We, the evan- 
gelical Christians, rejoice with all our 
hearts and have sent a written memorial 
to these sections. We have even preached 
in their churches, and the Metropolitan 
Antonin has himself been in our meet- 
ings. It created a sensation to see the 
‘“‘wolf”’ and the “‘lamb” seated peacefully 
beside each other. Many were deeply 
impressed by this scene and some even 
wept. 

But, alas! At the present it is no more 
so. Another movement has set in within 
the church, and it almost seems as if the 
Old Church was triumphing again. We 
are of a different opinion. Those seeds 
which by the words of the highest officials 


of the church have been sown in the heart 
of the Russian people, will spring up 
and grow. These officials have them- 
selves said to the people that the Ortho- 
dox church has departed far away from 
the ideal of apostolic Christianity, and 
that they must return to the gospel as 
the foundation upon which a revival 
may be based. At the present they are 
silent again. But if we believers are 
faithful in prayer, God will let the seed 
grow which has been sown and a reforma- 
tion, a renewal, will commence, not 
merely amongst the simple folks, but 
also amongst the shepherds of the Greek- 
Orthodox church. 

We firmly believe that this will happen 
even if there seems at present to be a 
standstill. Measures have even been 
taken to fight against believers, but many 
priests are beginning to take interest in 
the evangelical movement. The crust 
of form and ceremony which for centuries 
has covered Russia is broken, the ice is 
moving, though the overflow is still 
impending. May all those whose hearts 
are burdened by the desire to see were 
it but a single soul saved, pray that the 
spiritual movement which is at work 
there, should grow its roots deeper and 
deeper in the soil.

CURIOUS METHODS OF LAW 


The state of California is trying to 
determine what ought to be done with 
the seventeen-year-old San Francisco 
girl who shot and killed her mother 
some months ago. The process of de- 
ciding this matter is unusually cumber- 
some, indirect, inefficient, wasteful in 
money and in human values. It com- 
pares unfavorably, for instance, with the 
process by which a physician decides 
what to do for a patient, or a mechanic 
decides what must be done to repair an 
intricate machine. 


There has never been much doubt 
that the girl actually took her mother’s 
life. The state took legal steps to have a 
court of law fix a penalty for the act. 
Most of the months intervening since 
the murder have been devoted to this 
effort. There seems to have been no 
particular hurry about it. 

Now the state is entertaining the idea 
that the girl may be insane, may have 
been insane at the time of her ugly deed— 
may perhaps have been subnormal all 
her life. The state is proceeding to find 
out what truth there may be in this idea. 


In furtherance of this purpose, the 
state will permit the defense attorneys 
to hire a battery of alienists. It will 
invite the prosecution to do the same. 
It will select a group of twelve citizens, 
and ask them to decide which side has 
hired the better experts. On the opinion 
of nine out of this twelve, the state will 
base its decision. There is no reason to 
believe that the twelve jurors, or any 
one of them, know anything about 
abnormal psychology, or will have more 
than a very hazy idea of what the psy- 
chological experts mean by the words 
they use. 

No parent would decide upon a course 
of medical treatment for a sick child, 
by any such roundabout and inconclusive 
method as this. No motorist would buy 
an automobile upon the recommenda- 
tion of nine out of twelve persons who 
knew nothing about motor cars. 

The state of California depends upon 
such curious methods as this, only be- 
cause it has to. Law has lagged far 
behind science in its contact with things 
as they are.—San Diego (Calif.) Tribune.

PROHIBITION FACTS 


Uncle Sam started on his sixth year 
water wagon journey, happy, prosperous 
and hopeful. Each month he earns 
seven billions, saves a billion, pays 
premiums on a billion dollars’ worth of 
new insurance, gives in charity twenty- 
five million dollars at home and four 
million dollars in philanthropic gifts to 
wet Europe, and carries in his pocket- 
book, unbanked, over four hundred 
million dollars. Meanwhile three million 
dollars of the public debt are paid each 
working day. 

Uncle Sam’s garage stores 15,552,077 
automobiles, seven-eighths of the world’s 
total. He daily spends over a million 
dollars on the movies, another million 
on the radio, another million on out- 
door sports. He has cut over half a 
million from the yearly arrests for 
drunkenness, reduced his penitentiary 
population by 5,000 in the last year, 
closed the doors of many jails once 
crowded, decreased alcoholic insanity 
by two-thirds, and lowered his alms- 
house ratio from 91 per one hundred 
thousand to 7i, the smallest in our 
history. Only one drink cure survives 
for each ten that prospered under license. 
He has increased longevity three years 
per person. He erected homes for 205,193 
families during the first six months of 
the past year. His industrial accidents 
are 250,000 fewer per year than when 
beer made men clumsy. 

Uncle Sam has 14,346,701 telephones. 
Few of his children are poor. He saves 
seventy-four million dollars per year, 
once spent to relieve drink-caused 
poverty. Instead of beer, he buys bonds 
until one in five are security holders. 
Private buyers alone hold over four 
billion dollars in foreign bonds, besides 
the enormous issues of domestic, indus- 
trial and public securities. 

Over twenty-five million of his boys 
and girls are in school. Daily over 3,000 
new members join his churches, which 
spent two hundred fifty million dollars 
in the past year for new buildings.

Looking at it from only the edu- 
cational side, the loss of the knowledge 
of the Bible and of all the Bible means 
would be incalculable to the life of the 
country. It would be a great misfor- 
tune to the country if generations of 
children grew up who did not know the 
Bible. It is a sin for which those re- 
sponsible for the absence of the Bible 
from our schools and homes need to 
repent.”’—Stemple White in Chicago 
Daily News.

I am a man of thirty-four 
years, eleven of which were spent in 
prisons. I was raised on the old Bowery. 
I became a pickpocket at the age of 
twelve. Then I went to Chicago and 
lived between Chicago and New York. 
For years I was in the red-light district 
all the time I was in Chicago. I began 
to use drugs at the age of eighteen and 
smoked opium, used morphine, cocaine, 
chloral, chloroform and whisky, but on 
the twenty-eighth of October, 1914, I 
was discouraged with life, and when I 
went into a rescue mission, Jesus came 
into my heart and saved me from sin, 
giving me back health and strength. 
Today I am a free man in Christ Jesus. 
I have no desire for any of my old sins. 
I am superintendent of a nice mission 
work in ———, but lack Bible knowledge. 
I have a fair education; was educated 
in a prison cell. I have no money to go 
to Moody’s in Chicago, but I think God 
has set his seal on me. Six hundred men 
up to today have knelt at the altar of 
our mission.

RIN, ILL. 


The editor of the Herrin News speaks 
of the meetings held by Mr. Williams as 
follows: 

“The whole country has been watch- 
ing the success of the Howard S. Williams’ 
evangelistic meetings in this city which 
come to a close Sunday, July 5. Williams 
brought a Bible that had all the pages 
in it. Since his advent no one has been 
killed, no one’s home has been burned 
and a new cross has been lifted up. He 
has done a wonderful good for this county 
as all fair minded men will tell you and 
we feel quite sure that you will rejoice 
with the rest of us that we are now set 
back on the straight and narrow way 
with our faces toward the rising sun,” 

In an editorial of July 10 he says that 
the message of Mr. Williams was on a 
God of love, and urged on the people 
to love one another. He speaks of Mr. 
Williams as a man who brought God 
back to Herrin. He contrasts the previ- 
ous condition with the present condition 
in that community. 

“Modern history does not reveal a 
community so completely God-forsaken 
as was Herrin and Williamson County 
before Williams came. This was a wilder- 
ness of hate, a veritable jungle of jealousy. 
Old friends would not speak with one 
another. Everybody seemed crazed. 
God might have been in His heaven all 
the time, but no one was pointing to 
Him there and it was not at all well with 
the world we lived in here, neither was 
it safe as the ten widows and some 
twenty orphans who now bear witness. 
Into this seething mess of human ills 
ventured Williams, knowingly, and 
warned that he was walking into a real 
hornets’ nest. * * * 

“But we are now set well back on the 
road, the church houses are rechristened 
once more as the House of God, and we 
hope they will be used as such and that 
all will stay put right.” 





AN INTERESTING TEST 


The Department of Religious Educa- 
tion of the Northwestern University, 
in co-operation with the Church Federa- 
tion of Chicago, sent out a questionnaire 
to 1200 Protestant ministers, largely in 
the Chicago area. 

The questionnaire asked the ministers 
to rank thirteen different activities 
or interests of the church in order of 
their importance using ‘‘maintaining the 
church prayer meeting” as the standard, 
this being marked 100 and the others 
rated above or below it as their import- 
ance would require. 

Of the four hundred and sixty-six 
replies received 53 were from district 
superintendents of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church scattered well over the 
country; 69 from theological students, 
nearly half of whom were in charge of 
churches; the remaining 344 from active 
ministers, representing the following 
denominations: Methodist, 78; Pres- 
byterian, 50; Baptist, 39; Congregational, 
36; Lutheran, 30; Evangelical, 21; 
Episcopal, 20; miscellaneous, 43; no

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The Harvest of Our Lives—What 
Shall It Be? 
Galatians 6:7-10; Proverbs 1:17-20; 
2 Corinthians 5:10 

“Sowing,” “‘reaping,’’ ‘‘flesh,’’ spirit,” 
“‘life,’’ “‘death,”’ ‘‘judgment.’”’ These are 
the outstanding words in the Scripture 
verses assigned for this topic. 

In considering the harvest of our lives, 
we may conclude, first of all, that we 
shall reap as we sow. There is no dodg- 
ing of this law. If we sow to the flesh, 
that is, if we seek self-indulgence and 
gratification we shall reap corruption. 
Such sowing corrupts the moral natureand 
ends in disaster. The sowing here 
spoken of represents not only actions or 
deeds, but thoughts and desires as well. 
The words of our Old Testament refer- 
ence may be inserted at this point, ‘‘To 
him that soweth righteousness shall be a 
surereward. Asrighteousness tendeth to 
life, so he that pursueth evil pursueth it 
to his own death.” 

The word ‘‘death’”’ as used in the Bible 
means more than physical death. It 
involves separation from God, with a 
judicial sentence of condemnation im- 
pending. It is the antithesis of the 
words “‘life everlasting’? as found in 
Galatians 6:8, where we read that “he 
that soweth to the Spirit shall of the 
Spirit reap life everlasting.’’ This life 
begins the moment we turn to God, for 
it is written, ‘‘He that believeth on the 
Son of God hath everlasting life.’’ (See 


John 3:14-16; 5:24; 6:47). The full 
development of this life is yet future (1 
John 3:2). 


The only outstanding word remaining 
is the word “judgment.’”” We must all 
appear before the judgment seat of 
Christ. What shall we do in view of 
this? Verse 9 supplies the answer. We 
labor—that is, we are ambitious, to be 
well pleasing unto Him. To this there 
should be added the words of verses 14 
and 15, which make the truth complete. 





September 20 
Getting Strength from God 
2 Corinthians 12:6-10; Philippians 
4:11-13 

Observe the first word of our topic. 
It is not the word asking, but the word 
- ‘setting.””. Many ask and then doubt. 
Not many know how to ask and receive. 
In a tract written by Dr. Northcote- 
Deck entitled Turning Promises Into 
Facts, these words are found: ‘‘It is one 
of God’s certainties that the great won- 
derland of grace and of glory can only 
be possessed by a life of faith. Anda 
life of faith implies a series of conscious, 
definite, repeated daily acts of faith 
by which we take God at His word, 
believe His promises, claim them for 
our own in spite of feelings or appear- 
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ances, and so turn them into blessed 
facts of experience.” 

Now consider the provision in our 
Scripture lesson—‘‘ My grace is sufficient 
for thee.’’ Has this provision been 
translated into actual experience, or, 
to use the words of the topic, are we 
getting strength from God? To Israel 
it was said, ‘‘Every place that the sole 
of your foot shall tread upon, that have 
I given you.”” We may change these 
words for the occasion and read them 
in this way, ‘‘Every provision of grace 
that your faith shall lay hold of, that 
have I given you in actual experience.” 
We get strength from God, not merely 
by asking for it, but by receiving it. 

A bird may get along with only one 
wing, but can never know the full joy 
of bird life without two wings. A Chris- 
tian may live along day after day by 
asking and asking and asking. In this 
there may be a certain subjective and 
beneficial reaction, but the new life in 
Christ can never be fully known until 
we learn to ‘‘ask and receive.” It is 
this that leads to the fulness of joy. 

Concerning certain believers it is said 
that out of weakness they were made 
strong (Heb. 11:34). How was this 
change brought about? The preceding 
verse tells us that they “obtained prom- 
ises,’’ that is, they turned the promises 
into facts of experience. The alchemy 
by which the divine promises were trans- 
muted into human experience is found 
in the two words “‘by faith.”” The Chris- 
tian believer who does this is able to 
say, “I can do all things through Christ 
who strengtheneth me.”’

Christian Friendliness to 
America 


Matthew 4:16, 17 


The need of friendliness or Christian 
compassion and interest may be seen 
in the fact that in many of our single 
States there are more Protestant minis- 
ters than in the whole of South America. 


According to the World Missionary 
Atlas, the population of South America 
is 64,758,841. No accurate estimate 
can be made of the aboriginal Indians 
of South America; 9,000,000 is con- 
sidered to be approximately correct. 
The half-breeds are much more num- 
erous; while 3,000,000 wild Indians 
are found in the remote section of Brazil, 
Columbia, Ecuador and Venezuela. 

Roman Catholicism is everywhere 
prevalent in the large centers of life and 
a debased form of it is found in remote 
settlements. At its best, it differs from 
the Catholicism of Protestant countries. 
The Roman church in South America 
is an instrument of political domina- 
tion. It has multiplied forms and rites, 
it has demanded outward obedience, 


South 


but has utterly failed to transform life 
and lift people to the plane of Christian 


living. Gambling appears to be an 
essential part of ecclesiastical practice 
for raising money for any and every 
purpose. Sabbath desecration is never 
rebuked, if only the transgressor has 
been to mass in the morning. 


Education is at a low ebb. Of the 
eleven or twelve millions of people in 
Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia and Paraguay, 
probably one-half are illiterate. The 
elementary education enrolment, as re- 
ported at the Panama Congress ranged 
from 1.85 per cent of the population in 
Venezuela to 15.33 per cent in the 
Honduras. The chief cause for this is 
the indifference of the Roman church 
to the matter of the education of the 
people. 

Christian friendliness to South Amer- 
ica can be shown by sending gospel 
messengers and Christian teachers. It 
takes a real friendly spirit to do this, 
a spirit that has felt the transforming 
touch of the Saviour of men.

How Can Our Society Benefit Our 
Community? 


Matthew 5:13-29 


Let us seek to answer the question 
involved in the topic by asking two other 
questions. First, is there any essential 
difference between a Christian society 
and the community in which it is placed? 
Second, if so, what is that difference? 
The same community life is open to 
all, the same community activities may 
be enjoyed by all, common laws and 
community ideals bind all together. 
Community interests, aspirations and 
improvements are shared by all. What 
then is the essential difference between 
the two? Has the Christian society 
anything vital and valuable which the 
community as such does not possess? 
Yes, it has. If the society is composed 
of true Christians it has something which 
the community has not. It has a life, 
a joy, an ambition and a hope which 
the true Christian alone can know. A 
Christian is one who is ‘in Christ,”’ 
a branch in the true vine, a member of 
the body of which the risen Christ is 
the head. 

The Bible recognizes two classes of 
people, those who have been born once 
and those who have been born twice, 
those who are saved and those who 
are lost (John 3:3; 5:24; 2 Cor. 5:17; 
Luke 19:10). 

The society can best benefit the com- 
munity by observing this distinction, 
assuming it, acting upon it, living it. 
Why not? It is God who makes the 
distinction, not man. To His believing 
people it is written, ‘‘Ye are all the chil- 
dren of light and the children of the day. 
We are not of the night, nor of darkness’’ 
(1 Thess. 5:5). Let the distinction be 
maintained in all humility, but let it be 
maintained. These are days when kind- 
ness and firmness must be blended. A 
vague religiousness can never take the 
place of vital Christianity.

Questions: (1) Does Isaiah 45:23 
refer only to Jews? How do you reconcile 
it with Mark 16:16? (2) What is meant 
by the terms pre-and post-millennialists? 
(3) Is incineration of the body scrip- 
tural? (4) Are sins of speech and thought 
to be punished? (5) Is there a personal 
Antichrist, and does he reign today in 
the hearts of disbelievers? 

Answers: (1) It is literally true, as 
God says, that every knee will bow to 
Him. Read Philippians 2:10. This is 
not in contradiction to Mark 16:16, 
for even the lost will be compelled to 
bow the knee to God. That is, some will 
willingly acknowledge Jesus as King, 
and others unwillingly. (2) Pre-millen- 
nialists believe in the personal and visible 
return of Christ prior to the millennium, 
during which time His kingdom will 
embrace all kingdoms; while post-millen- 
nialists believe that Christ will not 
return until after the thousand years 
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of blessedness. (3) We know of no scrip- 
tural warrant. (4) All sins, sins of every 
sort and form, are to be punished. The 
only escape is through Christ, who has 
been judged in our stead. (5) Anti- 
christ is a person (2 Thess. 23-10). He 
is not reigning today. His reign will be 
short, only a few years preceding the 
coming of Christ in judgment.

Question: Where did Cain get his 
wife, and why should he be afraid of 
any one after killing Abel?

The inference of the 
double question is that no other people 
were living upon the earth after the 
killing of Abel except Adam and his wife. 
It has been suggested that Cain was 
afraid of a pre-Adamite race of men. 
While we cannot disprove this, it seems 
more probable that the Genesis record 
is incomplete and that Cain was afraid 


of other descendants of Adam and who 
are not mentioned in the record. Like- 
wise it is probable that Cain’s wife also 
was a descendant of Adam. 





EVERY IDLE WORD 
E. F., Mount Morris, Iil. 

Questions: (1) Does “idle word” in 
Matthew 12:36 refer to ordinary social 
levity? (2) What is the original meaning 
of the word “‘idle’’? (3) Is Paradise now 
inhabited? (4) Do departed spirits now 
go at death either to heaven or to hades? 

Answer: (1) Not = specially, but 
neither shall this form of speech be ex- 
cluded from the judgment. Since 
words indicate character and have such 
power for good or evil over others, 
special oversight needs to be _ placed 
upon them. Of themselves they will 
not bring upon us eternal condemnation, 
but we shall have to ‘‘give account”’ for 
them. (2) We _ believe that Paradise 
(now probably the same as heaven) is 
inhabited. (4) The spirits of believers 
go at once to heaven, while the spirits 
of the unsaved go to their ‘‘own place” 
(Acts 1:25). See Gray’s Progress in 
the Life to Come.

September 13 
Paul in Thessalonica and Berea 
Acts 17:1-15 

Golden Text:—-‘‘Prove all things; hold 
fast that which is good.’-—1 Thessalon- 
ians 5:21. 

I. Paul Preaching in Thessalonica 
(vv. 1-4). 

1. His Method (vv. 1,12). 

He observed the divine order, to the 
Jews first, wherever he went (Acts 1:8; 
Rom. 2:9,10). He was exceedingly 
anxious for his kinsmen in the flesh, 
but whenever they proved themselves 
unworthy, he turned to the Gentiles. 
His own kinsmen first should be the 
method of every missionary, but should 
not stop there. He went out on the Sab- 
bath day so as to find them assembled 
together. This was not to keep the 
Sabbath, for the Gentile Christians kept 
the first day of the week as their day of 
convocation for worship, but because it 
was a favorable opportunity to witness 
to the Jews. It was primarily a matter of 
expediency. 

2. His Message (v. 3). 

His message was always and ever the 
same, viz., that Jesus is the Christ. To 
the Jew the essential thing was to con- 
vince him from the Scriptures, so Paul 
expounded to them the Scriptures. This 
is the business of all ministers, to expound 
the Scriptures, i. e., to prove their posi- 
tions by the Word. This he did for three 
Sabbath days. Concerning the Christ, 
he set forth three propositions: 

(1) The Scriptures prove that Christ 
must be a sufferer (v.3). ‘‘It behooved 
Christ to suffer.’ No plainer reference 
need be made than Isaiah 53, but it seems 
that the rabbis of that time had explained 
away the fact of a suffering Messiah so 
that the Jewish people were only looking 
for a glorious and powerful king to come, 
therefore they rejected Christ because 
of His lowly appearance. The same 
method of exegesis is employed by many 
Bible teachers and preachers today. 
Only the emphasis is placed upon the 
literal suffering of the Messiah, while 
they spiritualize and allegorize the teach- 
ing of the glorious coming of the Messiah 
to judge His enemies, and to reign upon 
the earth (2 Sam. 7:8-16; Isa. 53; Jer. 
23:5-8; Zech. 9:14; Luke 1:1-33; Acts 
15:14-17), Just as it was needful for 
Paul to go into the synagogue and openly 
allege that Christ must suffer, so it is now 
needful that some one go into our church- 
es and Si aday-schools and openly allege 
that by the eternal Word of God, Christ 
must come and establish His kingdom. 
An exegesis that makes Isaiah 53 literal 
and spiritualizes Isaiah 2:2, 3 and 11: 
1, 2 stands self-condemned. . 

(2) That Christ must rise again from 
the dead (v. 3). 

This he proved by the Scriptures. The 
resurrection of Christ, and the bodily 
resurrection of believers need sound and 
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practical exposition in our churches to- 
day. 

(3) That the historic Jesus which He 
proclaimed did suffer and rise from the 
dead, therefore, He is that Christ, the 
predicted Messiah (v. 3). 

II. The Attitude of the Jews (vv. 
4-10a). 

While some Jews believed, and many 
Greeks, the envy of certain Jews was so 
aroused at Paul’s success that they gath- 
ered together the worthless fellows of the 
town, and set on foot a riot. 

They assaulted the house of Jason and 
dragged him before the rulers, having 
failed to get the missionaries. In their 
indictment of the missionaries, they 
uttered unwittingly some great truths. 
They said, ‘‘These that have turned the 
world upside down.”’ It is true that the 
«gospel is revolutionary, but it is not 
treason to right government. The real 
truth, however, is that the world is now 
upside down. The work of the gospel 
is to set it right side up. They turned 
the preaching of Paul into a specious lie. 
He did preach the kingship of Jesus 
(v. 7), but he had no such notion of it as 
they endeavored to make it appear. 
Jesus is most assuredly coming to reign 
on this earth (Ps. 2). Let all men ac- 
knowledge him in humble submission. 

III. Paul Preaching in Berea (vv. 
10b-15). 

1. His Method (v. 10). 

He entered the Jewish synagogue and 
preached Jesus unto them. 

2. The Reception of the Gospel by the 
Bereans (vv. 11, 12). 

It was with gladness of heart. The 
message was just as new to these Jews 
and just as counter to their way of think- 
ing as it was to the Thessalonian Jews, 
but they had a more noble disposition. 
The success of the gospel depends largely 
on the disposition of the hearers. Two 
things are said of them: 

(1) They received the message gladly. 

(2) They searched the Scriptures daily 
for the truthfulness of their preaching. 
For this worthy act Paul says they were 
more noble than those at Thessalonica. 

All noble minds have an openness to 
receive the truth, a balanced hesitancy 
(a test must be first made), and a sub- 
jection to rightful authority. 

3. The Wicked Action of the Jews 
(vv. 13-15). 

This pleasing picture has a dark back- 
ground. The wicked Jews from Thessa- 
lonica followed the missionaries and 
stirred up the people against them, 
making it necessary for the missionaries 
again to flee. 





September 20 
Paul Writes to the Thessalonians 
1 Thessalonians 2:1-12 
Golden Text:—‘In everything give 
thanks.’-—1 Thessalonians 5:18. 
While the lesson committee has select- 


ed this brief passage in the second chap- 
ter for printing, the intention was to 
present the message of the entire epistle. 
It was on Paul’s second missionary 
journey that the church at Thessalonica 
was founded as seen in the last lesson. 
After crossing into Macedonia he preach- 
ed the gospel at Philippi where he was 
imprisoned. From Philippi he went to 
Thessalonica. The people there were 
largely Gentiles. 

1. The Salutation (1:1). 

Timothy and Silas were associated with 
Paul in this missionary journey, and they 
are associates of Paul in this message. 

II. Paul’s Thanksgiving (1:2-10). 

1. For Their Faith, Love and Hope 
(vv. 2-4). This triad of graces testified 
of their election of God. 

2. How They Received the Gospel 
(v. 5). It was in the power of the Holy 
Spirit. 

3. Joyful Obedience (v. 6). 

4. Exemplary Lives (v. 7). 

5. Missionary Activities (v. 8). 

6. Turned from Idols (vv. 9, 10). 

III. The Character of Paul’s Min- 
istry (2:1-12). 

It would seem from this defense that 
some of the Jews had called into ques- 
tion his ministry. He defends himself 
by showing the character of his ministry. 

1. It Was Courageous (vv. 1,2). 
His persistence in spite of shameful 
persecution proved his devotion to the 
Lord and His work. 

2. Honest and Guileless (vv. 3, 4). 
As one sent of God, he faithfully minis- 
tered unto them, not courting man’s 
favor. 

3. Without Flattering Words (v. 5). 

4. Without a Cloke of Covetousness 
(v.39). 

5. Did not Seek Glory from Man 
(v. 6). 

6. Gentle and Affectionate (vv. 7, 8). 

So vitally did he enter into the lives 
of the people that he displayed a gentle- 
ness even as a nursing mother with her 
children. 

7. Unselfish (v. 9). In order that his 
motive be not questioned, he labored 
night and day for his support. 

8. Irreproachable and Blameless (v. 
10). He did not claim to be faultless, 
but he challenged them as to his blame- 
lessness. 

9. His Lofty Aim (vv. 11,12). That 
they would walk worthy of God in keep- 
ing with their high calling.

September 27 
Review 

Golden Text:—‘‘Whom having not 


seen, ye love; in whom, though now ye 
see him not, yet believing, ye rejoice 
with joy unspeakable and full of glory.’’— 
—1 Peter 1:8. 

The method of review must always 
largely be determined by the genius of 
the teacher, and the condition of the class. 
Every suggestion made must be adapted 
by the teacher to the needs of the class. 
For this review two methods are sug- 
gested: 

1. The Biographical. This can be used 
in all the grades except, perhaps, the 
beginners. When skillfully presented, 
living, active personalities appeal to the 
heart andimagination of all ages. Among 
the interesting characters appear Paul 
Luke, Silas, Timothy, Barnabas, Mark, 
Lydia, the Philippian jailer, James and 
the slave girl at Philippi. These charac- 
ters can be assigned to the members of 


the class the preceding week. Brief 
essays may be prepared. 
2. The Summary Method. This in- 


volves the presentation of the salient 
points and the central outstanding 
message of each lesson. The following 
suggestions are offered: 


July 5. 

The sending forth of Paul and Barna- 
bas marked the beginning of foreign 
missions as the deliberately planned 
enterprise of the church. The Holy 
Spirit selected and sent out these mission- 
aries, showing that the true method of 
world evangelization is to have spirit- 
sent men to preach the gospel. 


July 12. 
The grand theme of Paul’s preaching 
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was justification by faith. Those who 
receive Christ as their Saviour are freely 
justified from all things. Jesus took the 
place of the sinner that the sinner might 
have His place (2 Cor. 5:21). This is 
the missionary message for all times. 


July 19. 

At Lystra Paul and Barnabas _ so 
preached the gospel that a great multi- 
tude believed. Only that which brings 
conviction of sin and induces belief in 
Christ can be said to be preaching in the 
biblical sense. This kind of preaching 
is a sword with two edges, and always re- 
sults in belief of some and violent antag- 
onism of others. 


July 26. 

Receiving the Gentiles on the simple 
condition of faith in Christ, provoked a 
spirit of controversy in the church. 
Through Christ the middle wall of parti- 
tion was broken down so that in this 
dispensation God makes no distinction 
between Jew and Gentile. Both were 
received through faith in Christ. 


August 2. 

James shows to the Jewish believers 
scattered abroad, who were passing 
through sore trials and _ persecutions, 
that true religion was to receive with 
meekness the engrafted Word, and live a 
self-restrained, unselfish life, bridling the 
tongue, helping those in need, and keep- 
ing unspotted from the world. 


August 9. 

Because of differences of opinion over 
John Mark, Paul and Barnabas separated. 
God over-ruled their contention to the 
wider dissemination of the gospel. God 
turns the opposition of Satan, and the 
contentions of mez, to the furtherance of 
His work. 


August 16. 

The believer has been born twice—of 
the flesh and of the Spirit. A mortal 
conflict goes on within him. The secret 
of victory is to give to the indwelling 
Holy Spirit the right of way. The 
Christian’s victory over the flesh and 
fruit bearing is by yielding to the Holy 
Spirit, who dwells within. 

August 23. 

On the second missionary journey 
Paul attempted to preach in Asia Minor, 
but the Holy Spirit shut the doors against 
him. At Troas he had the explanation 
in a vision of a man from Macedonia 
calling him to preach the gospel in 
Europe. Divine guidance is as really 
through closed doors as through open 
doors. 

August 30. 

Because of the casting out of an evil 
spirit from a slave girl at Philippi, Paul 
and Silas were imprisoned. As _ they 
were singing God’s praises in the jail, 
God miraculously delivered them. This 
resulted in the jailer’s salvation as he 
was told to believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ. The only way of salvation is 
faith in Christ. 

September 6. 

To be in Christ is to have gain above 
the best things in the world. Those who 
are in Christ will have His mind, and 
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therefore will press towards the goal. 

September 13. 

Though unselfishly preaching oni Word 
of God, Paul was hated and persecuted 
by the Jews. The Bereans received the 
Word gladly and searched the Scriptures 
daily to test its truthfulness. 

September 20. 

Because Paul had experienced the life 
in Christ, and knew whom he had be- 
lieved, he with undaunted courage 
went about preaching the gospel. True 
ministers of Christ will be free from 
deceit, and a cloak of covetousness, 
giving themselves day and night to their 
work that no one may ever challenge 
their motive. 


October 4 
Paul in Athens 
Acts 17:16-34 

Golden Text:—‘‘For in him we live, 
and move, and have our being.’’—Acts 
17:28. 

I. The Idolatry of the Athenians 
(v. 16). 

Athens was the intellectual metropolis 
of the world at that time, the home of the 
world’s greatest eloquence and _ philoso- 
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phy. Paul's spirit was stirred within him 
when he saw the city wholly given to 
idolatry. His willingness to preach the 
gospel in this city lone handed shows 
his confidence in its ability to win its 
way. He believed that the providential 
hand that led him there was sufficient 
for his help. He knew that despite their 
wealth and learning they needed the gos- 
pel the same as the poor and ignorant. 


II. Paul Disputing with the Athen- 
ians (vv. 17-21). 

1. In the Synagogue (v. 17a). 

True to his usual custom, he went 
into the Jewish synagogue and entered 
into earnest argument with the Jews and 
devout persons. Since nothing is said of 
his success among his country-men, we 
infer that no great stir was made among 
them. 

2. In the Market Place (vv. 17b-21). 

From the Jews he turned to such as 
were found in the market place. Here 
he came into touch with the Epicurean 
and Stoic philosophers. The former were 
atheistic materialists. They denied the 
doctrine of creation, and gave themselves 
up to sensual indulgences since they 
rejected the idea of a future judgment. 
The latter were pantheists. When they 
heard the preaching of Paul they desired 
to know what new doctrine he preached, 
so they invited him to the Areopagus 
where he might speak to them of his new 
doctrine. They inquired as to what this 
“babbler’’ might say. Since the Athen- 
ians spent their whole time either in tell- 
ing or hearing some new thing, they were 
willing to listen to Paul. The word 
“‘babbler”’ means literally ‘‘seed picker.” 
They conceived Paul to be a globe trotter 
who had gathered up seeds of truth here 
and there over the world, and that he was 
somewhat like themselves, interested in 
talking about that which he knew. 

III. Paul’s Address on Mars’ Hill 
(vv. 22-31). 

1. The Introduction (vv. 22, 23). 

He did not accuse them of supersti- 
tion but, as in the Revised Version, he 
introduces his discourse in a courteous 
and conciliatory manner stating that he 
perceived that they were very religious. 
This he explains by saying that as he 
was viewing their city he beheld an altar 
with an inscription to the unknown god. 
This was his point of contact. He pro- 
ceeded at once to connect it with the idea 
of the living God, implying that this 
altar had been erected to Him. He was 
too wise to begin at once to denounce 
heathenism and idolatry. 


2. The Body of His Discourse (vv. 
24-31). 

(1) A. declaration concerning God 
(vv. 24, 25). 

a. He created the material universe 
(v. 24). This was a direct blow at the 
philosophy of both the Epicureans and 
the Stoics. He did not attempt to prove 
the existence of God. It needs no proof. 
The Bible everywhere assumes the exis- 
tence of a divine Being. The words of 
Dr. Murphy on Genesis 1:1 come in good 
place here: ‘This simple sentence de- 
nies atheism for it assumes the being of 
God. It denies polytheism for it confesses 
the one eternal Creator. It denies ma- 
terialism for it asserts the creation of 
matter. It denies pantheism for it as- 
sumes the existence of God before all 
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things and apart from all things. It 
denies fatalism for it involves the free- 
dom of the eternal Being. God was be- 
fore all things. He had no beginning. 


He is the uncaused cause. He is the 
cause of all things.” 
b. His spirituality and immensity 


(vv. 24, 25). 

He is not worshiped with men’s hands 
as though He needed anything, neither 
is He confined by any sort of a religious 
temple. Being essentially spiritual, He 
demands heart service, and being trans- 
cendent, above all, He is not confined to 
earthly temples. 

c. His active providence (v. 25). 

He gives existence, bestows needed 
gifts, and as sovereign, directs all things. 

(2) A. declaration man 
(vv. 26-31). 

a. This was a blow at the foolish 
Athenian pride which supposed that they 
were superior to all other people. This 
proposition he proved from their own 
literature (v. 28). If men are the off- 
spring of God, and bear His likeness, it is 
utter folly to make images as the sense- 
less idols were. 

b. Nations have their place by the 
sovereign purpose of God (v. 26). 

The position and mission of each 
nation is of God’s appointment. What a 
sober effect this would have upon nations 
if this truth were realized!. 

c. Men should seek God (v. 27). 

His goodness and grace in supplying 
all our needs, and ordering that even the 
affairs of the nations should move men 
to see and seek God. He is indeed very 
near to every one, so near that our exis- 
tence and movements are all under His 
control (v. 27). 

d. The pressing obligation to repent 
(vv. 30, 31). 

This was his supreme message. 
Though God had formerly passed over 
idolatry, He now calls to all men to 
repent. The solemn reason for such 
action is the coming day of judgment, 
the credential of which is the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ from the dead. 
There is no truth more unquestionably 
established than that of the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ. The judgment of God 
on an unbelieving world is as sure as this 
fact. Men will be judged on the basis of 
their attitude towards Jesus Christ. 
This is a truth that needs great emphasis 
today for people do not believe in a judg- 
ment to come. 


IV. Results of Paul’s Preaching 
(vv. 32-34.) 

1. Some Mocked (v. 32). This is 
even the case today. Men and women 
will mock the preacher who preaches 
a judgment to come. However, the 
attitude of the mocker does not alter the 
fact of judgment. 

2. Some Procrastinated (v. 32). This 
is the common way of men. Many do 
not mock, but they hesitate to accept 
and act upon the urgency of the message. 

3. Some Believed (v. 34). Wherever 
the gospel is preached there are some who 
believe and are saved. In no place are 
all saved. We should thank God that 
wherever the gospel is preached, some 
are saved. 
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HOW THE OLD BOOK WORKS 


Four years ago, in Venezuela, a farmer 
named Manuel Betancourt, known for 
his rough way of living, came to Nutrias, 
the nearest town, where the post-mis- 
tress, a fanatical Romanist, also kept 
a little grocery store. There were several 
subscribers there to the evangelical 
paper of the Scandinavian Alliance 
Mission, published in Maracaibo, but 
- the paper never reached them. Betan- 
court bought some soap at the store, 
and on reaching home noticed that it 
was wrapped in pieces of printed paper. 
He read the printing as best he could, 
and found it to be part of a strange and 
wonderful message of salvation. His 
curiosity was aroused so much so that 
he soon again made the journey of sixteen 
miles to buy an extra supply of soap 
asking to have it wrapped in the same 
kind of paper as before. Returning 
home he pasted together the pieces of 
paper and made out more of the gospel 
message. Soon afterwards he sought 
and secured a Bible. 

The sequel is a happy Christian home 
where family worship is held daily, and 
where on Sundays the neighbors gather 
to sing, read and pray. Betancourt 
gives regularly a tenth of his income to 
the Lord for His work. 

Two years ago one of his daughters, 
Miss Hilaria, accepted the Saviour. 
She was then eighteen years old, but had 
never been to school and could not read. 
With a hunger to know the Word she 
bought a Bible for herself and began 
laboriously to put the letters together. 
The result is that within two years she 
has read through the entire Bible six 
times and is now reading it for the seventh 
time. 


NEGLECTED INLAND VENEZUELA 


In the interior of Venezuela there are 
three whole states—Portuguesa, Zamori, 
and Apure—without a single missionary. 
There are quite a number in those states 
who have accepted Christ, but many 
thousands also who have not so much 
as heard the gospel. 

In a circular letter of unusual interest 
Rev. T. J. Bach tells of a recent trip of 
seven weeks which he and Rev. Holm- 
berg, both of the Scandinavian Alliance 
Mission, made into this region. It 
meant fatigue, hardship, exposure to 
malaria, danger from snakes and _lli- 
gators, and keen annoyance from the 
bites of mosquitoes and a little insect 
called ‘‘jejen.”” They traveled by railway, 
Ford car, schooner, canoe, mule back 
and on foot, over sea and plain, rugged 
mountains and feverish swamps. 

Was it worth while to go so far and 
face such difficulties and dangers? One 
has only to read through the account of 
the trip to agree with Mr. Bach that it 
was after all well worth while. Fourteen 
boxes of Bibles and Christian literature

were disposed of. Lonely native Chris- 
tians scattered through the district were 
cheered and strengthened. In several 
places new converts were baptized. In 
one town five days meetings were held, 
several persons were baptized, six couples 
married and the Lord’s Supper adminis- 
tered to a group of twenty-six Christians. 

The appeals at several points fora 
resident missionary were most touching, 
as also was the manifest hunger of many 
to hear the gospel. One man and wife, 
who had become ‘concerned about their 
souls through the testimony of a native 
Christian, traveled 110 miles to and from 
a certain town, with their five children, 
to atten dthe meetings. Another man 
came twenty miles on oxback to hear 
the gospel for the first time, and was so 
deeply impressed that he followed the 
missionaries to the next place, eighteen 
miles farther on. Altogether he traveled 
seventy miles to hear two gospel messages. 





THE CHINA SITUATION STILL 
CRITICAL 


Despite the continued threatening 
situation in China growing out of the 
clash between foreign police and Chinese 
students in Shanghai no serious outbreak 
seems as yet to have occurred, and mis- 
sionaries have been kept from bodily 
harm. 

The British authorities, however, have 


deemed it necessary to recall all British 
ladies and children to Shanghai from 
certain points, including Yangchow and 
Chinkiang near the coast, and Chung- 
king, a far western Yangtse River port. 
It is also reported that all missionaries 
have had to withdraw from Canton to 
Hongkong. 

A missionary doctor of thirty-five 
years in China writes from a city not 
far from Shanghai that the young stu- 
dents of the place are acting in a hostile 
and insulting manner toward the mis- 
sionaries, and carrying on public parades 
and propaganda calculated to inflame 
the populace against foreigners. They 
have the Chinese officials and merchants 
so intimidated that the latter are afraid 
to say or do anything to interfere. The 
doctor feels certain that Bolshevist 
influence is actively behind these demon- 
strations with the distinct hope of pre- 
cipitating trouble between China and the 
foreign Powers. 


WHERE MISSIONARY MONEY 
GOES AND WHAT IT DOES 


The following are only a few extracts 
from a large number of letters to hand 
expressing thanks for donations received 
from the Institute student body, through 
its Missionary Union, to be used foi 
direct evangelistic work (the Union is 
giving $150 a year to each of forty-one 
missionary agencies, thus covering the 
entire world field). These extracts 
constitute interesting sidelights upon the 
work in various fields: 

Turkey—The American Board men- 
tions considerable direct evangelistic 
work in progress, some of it among the 
Greek population still in Constantinople, 
and some of it as a new beginning among 
Turkish Moslems. Three new mis- 
sionaries were sent out a year ago for 
such work, to which the M. U. donation 
is applied. 

Palestine—A missionary of the Friends 
Mission at Ram Allah writes: ‘‘Novem- 
ber 20, 1924, was a great day in the mis- 
sion’s evangelistic history, for on that 
day the Bible was taken for the first 
time to the Mohammedan village named 
Er Ram, where Samuel is supposed to 
have been born. Up to then the gospel 
had been given by word of mouth, but 
that day Nahmi Shahlah, a Bible woman 
set apart to work among the Moslems, 
read aloud from a Christian Bible. A 
builder who is a member of the Ram 
Allah church was also there, working on 
house, and aelped in the service. This 
beginning has been followed up, and the 
Bible woman is finding increasing oppor- 
tunities to present the Christian message 
to Mohammedan villagers.” 

Burma—A missionary of the American 
Baptist Society sends a “big hearty 
thank-you”’ for the M. U. gift, and gives 
a thrilling description of his field and 
work which it goes to help. Just before 
writing the letter he had been dealing 
with a Buddhist teacher from Mandalay, 
whose daughter—a Christian convert 
through attending the mission school 
—has been engaged with his consent to 
teach for the new missionaries. The 
man’s interest in the gospel message is 
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steadily increasing. 
The missionary in 
question superintends 
a virgin field 135 
miles long in addi- 
tion to his main field 
and work. He 
pleads especially for 
Ava, the site of Jud- 
son’s suffering and 
imprisonment years 
ago. Here among 
54,000 people only 
twenty at most are 
openly confessed 
Christians. He also 
has oversight of 
a Chinese Baptist 
church at Manda- 
lay, the only such 
church in upper 
Burma with a pop- 
ulation of 5,000,000. 

China—A C.I.M. 
missionary writes: 
‘“‘We propose to use 
the money this quar- 
ter in one of our evangelistic campaigns 
afield. Our plan is to send the evan- 
gelist and colporteur to a center and with 
them such Christians as may be able to 
go. They work in pairs day by day in 
the center and nearby villages, and at 
night hold a preaching service in a rented 
place or the open air. Many Christian 
portions and tracts are distributed and 
large Bible posters are pasted in promi- 
nent places. At times the magic lantern 
is utilized, and this draws many hundreds 
of people who would not otherwise 
come out.” 

India—One of a group of six M. B. I. 
graduates working under the Women’s 
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tude of the Moslem 
guard of a near-by 
mosque. Formerly 
they were fanatical 
and openly hostile 
neighbors. Now 
they extend friend- 
ly greetings, and 
several of them have 
sent their boys to 
the mission school. 
Rev. Henry L. 
Hellyer, director of 
Christian Testimony 
to Jews, is again 
in America after a 
six months visit to 
the mission fields of 
Eastern and Central 
Europe. He descri- 
bes the present situa- 
tion there as one of

BRIEF ITEMS 


The Inland South America Mis- 
sionary Union, which has _ recently 
broken new ground among several 
Indian tribes in the interior of Brazil, 
is now contemplating another long step 
forward. It plans to occupy Iquitos, 
the great rubber mart 2500 miles up the 
Amazon in northeastern Peru, and a 
strategic center from which to touch 
thirty tribes of unreached Indians. 


Rev. H. Becker, of the C. I. M. in 
Hunan, China, tells of meeting with 
bandits on a visit to an out-station. 
He talked quietly with them, and when 
they saw he was not afraid they became 
friendly. He even invited them to his 
chapel, and a bandit chief with forty 
of his men actually came. Mr. Becker 
later visited the bandits in their camp 
in the hills, preached to them and left 
tracts and books. Two bandits have 
yielded to the Lord and asked for bap- 
tism. 


The Maharaja of Nepal, a native 
state adjoining northeastern India and 
without any missionary work, has issued a 
remarkable manifesto aiming at the 
speedy liberation of 51,000 slaves in his 
kingdom. He himself leads the way for 
his subjects by setting aside $450,000 
toward the plan. 

A CG. M. S. missionary in Palestine 
writes of the striking change in the atti-

MAKING ONE’S SELF ASEPTIC 

Dr. Maltbie D. Babcock, whose tragic 
death several years ago so shocked and 
saddened the Christian world, was one 
of the most successful ministers and one 
of the most popular men of his day. 
He was constantly in demand for attend- 
ance upon and participation in all sorts 
of public and social functions. 

On one occasion he was invited to 
attend a notable banquet ona Saturday 
evening, but declined the invitation. 
Being pressed for a reason for declining, 
he replied in words that might well be 
pondered seriously not only by ministers, 
to whom they apply most directly, but by 
every Christian worker as well. 

He said, in substance: ‘‘When a sur- 
geon is about to perform an operation he 
is at particular pains to make himself 
aseptic, that he may carry no foreign 
substance, no poisonous matter of any 
kind to his patient. On Sunday I am to 
preach the Word; I am to be a physician 
and surgeon of souls. I must do all that 
I can to keep myself absolutely aseptic. 
I must not allow even the possibility of 
carrying to those to whom I minister 
anything that might vitiate my ministry 
or lessen its beneficial effect.”’ 

For this reason he was accustomed to 
set apart Saturday evening as a prelim- 
inary preparation for his Sunday 
services. This is but another way of 
putting the apostle’s thought of keeping 
one’s self ‘‘unspotted from the world,” 
but it is a very significant and suggestive 
phrasing of a great truth. It is one that 
is greatly needed. Saturday night spoils 
many a Sunday morning sermon.— 
Watchman-Examiner.

The question which forms the title of 
this book is admittedly one of paramount 
importance, particularly ‘‘for pupils of 
junior and senior high school age,’’ the 
class specially in mind, as the subtitle 
states. This main question is subdivided 
for discussion into three other questions, 
namely, What shall be my life purpose? 
What shall be my life work? What shall 
be my life program? These questions 
are taken up in forty-two short lessons 
which combine Bible study, missions, and 
stewardship. The book contains much 
excellent material but arranged distinctly 
in class study form, so that its value to 
young people will depend largely upon 
the way it is developed and applied by 
the teacher or class leader.

Both Sides of Evolution (A Debate) 
by Rev. Charles Spurgeon Knight, D. D. 

This book is offered as a debate, yet 
there is no evidence of a debate at all. 
All the material in the book was written 
by the author, who, however, says that 
in this debate he ‘‘has tried to present 
the strongest and most up-to-date argu- 
ments possible on both sides of the 
question.”” The honesty of the author 
cannot be questioned, but probably the 
proponents of the other side of the sub- 
ject will hardly be willing to accept that 
the ‘‘strongest arguments’ have been 
presented on the other side. That the 
author has presented many if not all the 
great arguments on the other side, cannot 
be doubted, but there should be no impres- 
sion that in the book we have a record of 
a real debate. We do not think it fair 
that he gives only fifty pages to the 
evolutionists, while he gives one hundred 
and fifty pages to the opponents, with 
whom the Moody Bible Institute stands. 
We would note also several inaccuracies 
as to the names of prominent persons 
referred to.

The Arab at Home, by Paul W. 
Harrison, M. D. 

Those who enjoyed the treat of listen- 
ing to Dr. Harrison when at home two 
years ago will recognize with pleasure the 
same qualities in his book as in his 
spoken addresses—depth of thought and 
earnestness of conviction coupled with 
concreteness of presentation and a pleas- 
ing humor. His fourteen years’ intimate 
contact with the Arab has won for him 
the familiar name of ‘‘the apostle of the 
desert.’’ He here preserts realistic pic- 
tures of the Bedouin of the desert, the 
oasis community, the pearl divers of the 
Persian Gulf and the Arab sheikh. He 
then goes on to discuss broadly the rule 
of the Turk, the British regime, Moham- 
medan faith and practice, etc., and to 
recount the experiences of introducing 
western medicine and surgery into 
Arabia. 

The author exhibits a spirit cf ecnerous 
appreciation and sympathv for the 
people to whom he has devuted his iife, 
and his book is a valuable contribution 
to a better understanding of the Arab 
and the Near East. An outline map of 
Arabia and forty fine half-tone il!ustra- 
tions add much to the volume.

The Way to Peace, Health, and 
Power, by Bertha Conde. 

This book is announced as a series of 
studies for the inner life, covering fifty- 
two weeks and dealing with the laws of 
human life and the teachings of Jesus 
through which the ordinary human being 
may sense a vital connection between 
himself and God. 

The writer claims no resource of wis- 
dom beyond that of the ordinary Christ- 
ian. She believes that the life of Jesus 
discloses certain laws and principles by 
which every one of us may sense a vital 
connection with God, and be able to 
draw on His infinite power for the task 
of living. When spirit, mind, and body 
are alike controlled by God, unusual 
experiences are likely to occur. Bodily 
weakness may disappear, mental dis- 
turbances may be removed, and spiritual 
longings may be satisfied. 

Each lesson contains a homily, a por- 
tion of Scripture for thought and study, 
a fragment of poetry, and a closing 
prayer, frequentiy from a saint of an 
earlier epoch.

Buddhism and Christianity: A 
Contrast and a Parallel, by Rev. J. 
Estlin Carpenter, D. D., Litt. D. 

Buddhism and Christianity are here 
compared in their salient points, such as 
the character and career of their respec- 
tive founders, their historic development, 
philosophy of life, conceptions of God 
and the universe, moral ethics, mission- 
ary motive and aim, etc. The book is 
to be appreciated for its treatise on Budd- 
hism, but there must be dissent from its 
naturalistic treatment of Christianity 
as if it were of a kind with Buddhism 
and the other ethnic faiths, rather than 
unique and transcendently higher as being 
a direct divine revelation. The closing 
paragraph of the book reveals the school 
of thought to which it belongs. The 
author there speaks of the “Church of 
Humanity” and ends with the following 
sentence from Prof. Troeltsch: “In our 
earthly experience the divine life is not 
one but many. But to discover the one 
in the many is the special task of love.” 
All this may be acceptable to some as 
good philosophy, but it plainly denies 
the testimony of the Word of God and 
dethrones Christ as the Son of God and 
only Saviour. This evil far outweighs 
any good the book may hold.

This booklet is in the form of a letter 
directed to Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, 
and is a criticism particularly of Dr. Fos- 
dick’s ‘‘What Christian Liberals Are

Mr. Horsch’s book Modern Religious 
Liberalism has a high place in funda- 
mentalist literature and all familiar with 
it will read practically anything that 
comes from his pen.

forces to other fields. This view loses 
sight of some very serious aspects and 
claims of Roman Catholicism.

The Church and Woman, by A. 
Maude Royden. 

As an accurate historic sketch of the 
status of woman in the church, this book 
is characteristic of Miss Royden’s clear 
and forceful style. Portions of her argu- 
ment are very wise, discerning and logi- 
cal, but other portions are weak and erro- 
neous. She seems to confuse the Gospels, 
wherein our Lord was speaking to en- 
lightened Jews, with Paul’s epistles, which 
were addressed to masses of the heathen 
world. She makes many assumptions 


and frequently argues from weak pre- 
mises. 

Throughout the book, in emphasizing 
the fairness toward women of our Lord’s 
ministry and teaching, Miss Royden 
appears to take a fling at the great 
apostle, misrepresenting his attitude and 
misinterpreting his teaching. 

Discussing the commendable choice of 
Mary of Bethany—hearing the word at 
Jesus’ feet—the author says truly that 
she ‘‘was in communion with the source 
of power” (p. 174). But is it quite fair 
to add, ‘‘According to St. Paul this was 
hardly orthodox"? It is a mere assump- 
tion. 

Again, discussing the return to Phile- 
mon, his master, of the slave Onesimus, 
Miss Royden assumes that 

“St. Paul did not perceive that it was 
incompatible with the teaching of 
Christ for one human being to hold 
property in the person of another,” 
“and St. Paul does not suggest for a 
moment that his master set him free’’ 
(p. 38). 

Might not Miss Royden misunder- 
stand the apostle’s meaning? ‘‘I beseech 
thee for my son, Onesimus.”’ ‘‘Not now 
as a servant—but as a brother beloved.” 
“If he oweth thee aught, put that oa 
mine account.”’ ‘‘Receive him as myself.”’ 

Any one of these passages might ‘‘sug- 
gest’’ that the slave receive his freedom, 
a boon which Paul could scarcely demand. 

The author says (pp. 36, 37, 38), 

“‘T have no hesitation in stating that, 
in spite of the magnificent claims 
made by him in a most inspired mom- 
ent (Gal. 3:28), St. Paul did not really 
accept the spiritual equality of the 
sexes. 

She defines ‘‘his fundamental attitude 
toward them” as follows: 

“It is that their freedom, their gifts, 
their spiritual opportunities, can quite 
properly be sacrificed to expediency.” 
And of woman’s spiritual equality 

she says, 

“‘But when the freedom, the spiritual 
equality, the personal rights of women 
, conflicted with the apparent 
and immediate interests of the infant 
church, St. Paul never dreamed that 
there could be a doubt which should 
prevail. It never occurred to him 
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that this was a matter on which a 

stand must be made.” 

She concludes her argument in the 
following words: 

“St. Paul did not—by temperament 
he could not—regard the rights of 
women as a matter of principle. If 
any difficulty, even the slightest, 
arose for the church, out of such claim 
as women might make to liberty or 
service, the claim was unhesitatingly 
set aside in the name of law and order.”’ 
We ask Miss Royden, Is not this an 

assumption? How can she prove that 
“such claim was unhesitatingly set 
aside’’? 

After disposing of the early church 
Fathers in these words, ‘‘It remains a 
fact that no heathen can be quoted as 
using phrases of more vitriolic contempt 
for the whole female sex than were used 
by the Fathers of the Christian church” 
(p. 55), and referring to ‘‘their almost 
unquotable hatred of women”’ (p. 67), 
we reach the ‘‘one-sided attitude of the 
reformers” (p. 81) and the Reformation 
period. To these reformers ‘‘the ideal 
woman was the ideal wife, and the ideal 
wife was the woman who most faith- 
fully ministered to her husband’s com- 
fort” (p. 82). 

But does the devout woman today 
believe differently? If ministering to the 
home, the husband and the children 
be not her ideal then why does she marry? 
Marriage is her choice, not her obligation. 
She tacitly accepts what Miss Royden 
is pleased to term ‘“‘her sexual functions 
as wife and mother’ when she accepts 
matrimony, and gives herself over to the 
organization and strengthening of the 
home, society’s safeguard. 

The book has value but it is strongly 
feministic and somewhat modernistic.
